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Five years for 
gay man's death 

Mora 

takes 

deal

W rapping up over two years 
of legal battles and bring¬ 
ing to a close one of the 
city’s most contested hate crime mur¬ 
der trials, the Edgard Mora case set¬ 
tled early last month with a plea bar¬ 
gain that gives Mora five years in 
prison for involuntary manslaughter 
in the one-punch death of gay city 
resident Brian Wilmes outside a San 
Francisco bar. 

With credit for time served, Mora 
could be out of prison in a year. 

Lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der community activists were informed 
of the surprise news just, this week, 
Mora, 28, could have faced 15 
years to life on the original murder 
charge with a hate crime enhance¬ 
ment, but a trial of various conflict¬ 
ing accounts resulted in a hung jury 
last September. Mora was intoxicated 
and angry when he went on a drunk¬ 
en assault spree on March 12, 1998, 
according to testimony. He assaulted a 
homeless man that evening before 
seeing Wilmes cross Mission Street 
dressed in leather fetish wear. Wit¬ 
nesses said they heard Mora call 
Wilmes “faggot” and “bitch” before 
and after delivering the single punch. 
The force of the blow caused Wilmes 
to fall, and he hit his head on the side¬ 
walk outside of the Loading Dock bar, 
dying two days later. 

But by not being able to prove 
Mora’s intent to kill, or a history of anti¬ 
gay sentiment, prosecutors found them¬ 
selves without a conviction at all. At least 
with manslaughter, critics of the prose¬ 
cution said, Mora would be doing time. 

The manslaughter agreement was 
reached after months of negotiations, 
and includes an additional two years of 
sentencing for hate crime enhancement, 
according to Fred Gardner, spokesman 
for District Attorney Terence Hallinan. 

“Terence said he was glad to get the 
two years for the hate crime tacked on, 
given the fact that the jury had spoken,” 
Gardner told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Indeed the extra two years for a 
hate crime seemed unlikely given the 
earlier mistrial and Mora’s continuing 
insistence that he had nothing against 
gay people. Additionally, because 
many jurors in the first trial thought 
of “faggot” as just “a word people use,” 
the chances of a second jury finding 
the phrase as evidence of a hate crime 
were slim. But the hate crime charge 
was agreed to in order to get the deal, 
according to Robert Dunlap, Mora’s 
attorney, who most likely did not 
want to go through another long trial.

Boycott of SF's pot 
ID cards threatened

T here was anger in the noon air last 
Thursday, April 20 as about 75 med¬ 
ical marijuana activists picketed on the 
sidewalk in front of 101 Grove Street, just a 
few yards beneath the gilded balcony skirting 
the office of San Francisco’s director of pub¬ 
lic health, Dr. Mitch Katz. 

The Department of Public Health, just 
across the street from City Hall, was being ac¬ 
cused by the activists of violating Article 28 
of the San Francisco Health Code. 

Specifically, DPH had failed to “heed the 
vision, expertise, and voluntary counsel of 
private citizens” as directed last month by the 
Board of Supervisors in Article 28, an 
amendment to the Health Code that requires 
the department to implement an identifica¬ 
tion card system for city dwellers and their 
caregivers who legally use or cultivate mari¬ 
juana under Proposition 215, California’s 
1996 medicinal marijuana law. 

From the street, San Francisco’s top doc 
appeared to be busy at his desk, and did not 
seem to take’notice of either the protesters’ 
chants, or the occasional waft of hemp rising 
from the crowd.

Final approval for 
Vermont civil union bill

T he only thing standing between same- 
sex Vermont couples and getting ben¬ 
efits similar to marriage is the gover¬ 
nor’s signature on the civil union law as the 
legislation passed its final hurdle Tuesday, 
April 25 when the House voted 79-68 to ac¬ 
cept amendments made by the state Senate 
last week. 

Governor Howard Dean has promised to 
sign the bill and may do so by the end of this 
week. 

The bill would make Vermont the first 
state in the nation to give gay and lesbian 
couples the benefits of 
marriage. The most sig¬ 
nificant change that the 
House had to approve in¬ 
volved moving up the 
date when the first civil 
unions could be formed, 
to July 1 instead of two 
months later. Most of the 
new law will become ef¬ 
fective at that time, ex¬ 
cept for provisions relat¬ 
ing to insurance and 
taxes which become ef¬ 
fective in 2001. 

Ed Flanagan, the 
openly gay Vermont state 
auditor and U.S. Senate 
candidate, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the 
vote shows Vermont liv¬ 
ing up to its tradition. 

“Vermont has a long and

rich history of supporting and championing 
civil liberties and I think this is an extension 
of that,” he said. 

“This is history. This is thrilling. This is 
the dawn of a new era of support and pro¬ 
tection for the families of lesbian and gay 
couples and their children,” said Gary Buseck, 
executive director of Gay and Lesbian Advo¬ 
cates and Defenders, the legal organization 
which co-counseled the landmark case that 
prompted the legislative action. 

Opponents to the bill made one last-ditch 
effort to derail the legislation before Tues¬ 
day’s final vote, but that motion was defeated 
84-63. 

Flanagan said that he expects most Ver¬ 
monters to come around 
to supporting the new 
law, “particularly when 
legislators go home to 
their districts, which they 
will do soon, and explain 
their very thoughtful 
process.” 

“I think the emotions 
will be somewhat sub¬ 
dued,” Flanagan said. 

“The granting of the 
equal protections of the 
law by providing the legal 
protections, benefits, and 
responsibilities that flow 
from marriage will not 
diminish your humanity, 
your dignity, your free¬ 
dom, or independence,” 
House Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee Chairman 

Thomas Little said. “The 


continued denial of these legal protections, 
benefits, and responsibilities to a small but 
vulnerable class of Vermont’s citizens dimin¬ 
ishes their humanity, dignity, freedom, and 
independence.” 

The civil union law was the state’s answer 
to a Vermont Supreme Court ruling Decem¬ 
ber 20 that stated same-sex couples must be 
given the same benefits, protections, and re¬ 
sponsibilities as married couples of the op¬ 
posite sex. All five justices agreed that same- 
sex couples deserve equal rights.

‘Juvenile injustice’ 
goes to court

I t’s official. The American Civil 
Liberties Union, the League of 
Women Voters, the Children’s 
Advocacy Institute, and Coleman 
Advocates for Children and Youth 
filed a lawsuit last Thursday, April 
20 in the California Supreme 
Court against Proposition 21, 
known to many as the “Juvenile 
Injustice Initiative.” 

The ballot measure, approved 
by California voters nearly 2 to 1 
in the March 7 election, is being 
challenged on the grounds that it 
violates the single-subject rule of 
state propositions by making 
changes to the state’s penal law 
and Welfare and Institutions Code 
and three prior voter-approved 
measures, including the “Three 
Strikes” initiative. 

“Increasingly we see extremely 
long, complicated measures cov¬ 
ering a number of marginally re¬ 
lated issues placed on the ballot,” 
said a statement issued by the 
League of Women Voters. “The 
campaigns for and against these 
measures, reduced to sound bites 
and brief summaries, cannot in¬ 
form even reasonably attentive 
voters about the impact of their 
vote and the possible conse¬ 
quences.” 

Proposition 21 requires youth 
as young as 14 to be tried as adults 


for violent crimes and even sen¬ 
tenced to death, makes $400 
worth of graffiti damage a felony 
while simultaneously prohibiting 
parole for youth felons, and in¬ 
creases penalties for what is per¬ 
ceived to be “gang” related crime. 

Different versions of the mea¬ 
sure appeared on ballots through¬ 
out the state, and none of those 
versions included the non-violent 
offenses for which kids can now 
go to jail. The voters also were not 
told about how Proposition 21 
amends prior voter-approved ini¬ 
tiatives, according to the ACLU. 

Whether it was because the an¬ 
nouncement coincided with the 
first anniversary of the Columbine 
High School massacre or because 
of a distorted notion that all vot¬ 
ers knew exactly what Proposition 
21 entailed, the news that the bal¬ 
lot measure was being challenged 
in court was met with hostility by 
mainstream media outlets last 
week, which placed several high- 
profile youth violence cases next 
to the stories about the lawsuit. 

The television stations and 
larger newspapers missed the 
point, however, that Proposition 
21 not only was confusing to most 
voters, but that it redefines what 
constitutes a “gang,” specifically to 
play into sheltered fears that a 
group of brown or black youth 
who dress alike are part of a larg¬ 
er conspiracy. 


And, as the mainstream media 
continues to ignore, the proposi¬ 
tion does not just target violence. 
A violent youth, with or without 
Proposition 21, will most likely do 
time. But with Proposition 21, a 
youth who is involved with graffi¬ 
ti (most likely a youth from a 
poorer neighborhood) will be a 
felon for life, meaning a teenager’s 
mistake with a can of paint could 
literally put an end to his or her 
future. Compare that with a kid 
from a wealthier suburb who does 
thousands of dollars in damage to 
the neighborhood golf course and 
gets a slap on the wrist, and the 
problem of the initiative becomes 
quite clear: what is considered 
“mischievous,” for some is consid¬ 
ered “hard crime” for others. In 
short, one group of California’s 
youth will go to college, while the 
rest will go to prison, according to 
the initiative’s opponents. 

The petitioners against Propo¬ 
sition 21 have asked that the state 
grant a stay of the measure in 
order to prevent it from being en¬ 
forced while it is in court. 

“Many youthful offenders will 
suffer irreparable hardship if 
Proposition 21 is enforced, today 
and every day that Proposition 21 
remains in effect,” said the brief. 
“Those harms will be difficult, if 
not impossible, to remedy if this 
court later finds Proposition 21 
| unconstitutional.” ▼ 


CO LAG E kicks off new youth programs

C OLAGE, Children of Les¬ 
bians and Gays Everywhere, 
is a nonprofit, international 
organization that aims to foster the 
growth of daughters and sons of 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der parents of all racial, ethnic, and 
class backgrounds. In addition to its 
two current programs focused on 
supporting middle school-aged 
children from LGBT families, CO¬ 
LAGE is adding four new programs 
dedicated to serving its clients. 

According to Jude Koski, field 
and chapter coordinator at CO- 
LAGE’s headquarters in San Fran¬ 
cisco, there are about 2,000 LGBT 
families in the Bay Area alone. 

“Our goal is to give support 
and provide education for all 
ages,” said Koski. “Kids in LGBT 
households who grow up with 
LGBT parents go to school where 
straight parents or straight single 
moms and dads are considered 
the model. As kids of LGBT fami¬ 
lies, they feel weird. Through CO¬ 
LAGE, we’re able to connect kids 


of all ages with other kids who are 
growing up in similar families. We 
create a sense of community.” 

For high school students who 
are children of LGBT families, 
support groups in San Francisco 
and in the East Bay soon will be 
formed. For adult children of 
LGBT families who are living in 
the Bay Area, an activity group 
that meets once a week was re¬ 
cently started. For information on 
the activity group, contact Sanjai 
at (415) 876-0610 or e-mail at 
rababa20@hotmail.com. 

Every other Monday, children of 
transgender parents meet at the Al¬ 
ternative Family Project offices at 
425 Divisadero Street, Suite 203. It’s 
an activity and discussion group 
that is open only to kids whose par¬ 
ents are in the AFP TG parenting 
group. For information, parents 
can call (415) 436-9000 and kids 
should call Lisi at (415) 621-6811. 

Currently, COLAGE serves 
about 10,000 members from all over 
the United States and from as far 
away as Canada and Sweden. 
Through 30 chapters COLAGE of¬ 
fers a pen pal program, online group 


discussions, an international quar¬ 
terly newsletter called “Just for Us,” 
a Bay Area newsletter called “CO¬ 
LAGE Notes,” and support groups. 

Next month, Koski said inter¬ 
ested community members are in¬ 
vited to what promises to be a fun- 
filled afternoon picnic on Saturday, 
May 20 at Tilden Park in Berkeley 
from noon-3 p.m. People should 
meet at the Grizzly picnic area. 

One example of those helped 
by COLAGE is 24-year-old Mered¬ 
ith Fenton. Fenton’s mother, Illi¬ 
nois resident Bonnie, came out as 
a lesbian to her three years ago. Ac¬ 
cording to Fenton, COLAGE 
helped her deal with the situation. 

“It’s great to have people who 
understand where you’re coming 
from,” said Fenton. “Once I started 
to realize that there are people out 
there going through the same thing, 
it made it easier. It’s so powerful to 
have that shared experience.” V

#1|P hinking of biking around 
more this spring? Day- 
1 dreaming of a West End va¬ 
cation? Been meaning to do more 
to fight AIDS? 

Saturday, May 13, Bay Area bi¬ 
cycle enthusiasts will have a chance 
to do all three: pumping their ped¬ 
als for “seven leisurely miles” 
through San Francisco’s Golden 
Gate Park, raising money for Pro¬ 
ject Inform, and perhaps winning 
a round-trip for two to London, 
with three nights at the posh Savoy 
Hotel, plus West End theater tick¬ 
ets, among other prizes. 

“It’s the biggest little bike ride 
in the world,” quipped Project In¬ 
form’s Julie Doherty, who is help¬ 
ing to organize the “decidedly 
low-impact, high-output” sixth 
annual Ron Wilmot Bike Ride. 

The event’s first ride was orga¬ 
nized in 1995 under the leadership 
of longtime Project Inform volun¬ 
teer and supporter Ron Wilmot, 
who died from AIDS-related com¬ 
plications two years later. 

According to Doherty, last year’s 
ride attracted just 70 riders. Yet the 
bike riders raised an average of 
$1,000 each, together bringing 
home a record-breaking $78,000 
for Project Informs groundbreak¬ 
ing HIV/AIDS treatment education 
and advocacy work. 

This year, Doherty said the 
group wants to break $100,000, 
and hopes that the lure of London 
and other tantalizing prizes will 
help enlist more than 100 riders, 
and to get them to register soon so 
they can get busy hitting up 


friend, family, and foe for tax-de¬ 
ductible, charitable donations. 

Project Inform uses the funds 
raised to support its no-cost ser¬ 
vices, including a national hotline, 
a Web site, various publications, 
and popular town meetings, 
which together provide complete 
HIV treatment information 
known for being user-friendly, yet 
cutting-edge. 

Now commemorating its 15th 
year serving people with 
HIV/AIDS, the organization has 
an annual budget of $2.4 million. 

Project Inform reports that 95 
percent of the money raised by 
their staff- and volunteer-run bike 
ride goes directly into the organi¬ 
zation’s programs and services - a 
sharp contrast from most charity 
fundraisers, which are often pro¬ 
duced by expensive outside con¬ 
tractors. 

Organizers emphasize that the 
Ron Wilmot Bike Ride “is open to 
riders of all abilities, including 
those of us who are totally out of 
shape!” Doherty also told the Bay 
Area Reporter that, for those with

T he lesbian and gay communities have 
reason to celebrate this week, as the 
Vermont Legislature has taken a bold 
plunge for equal rights by giving final ap¬ 
proval to a civil union law that will see many 
legal benefits of marriage bestowed upon 
same-sex couples who seek such a union. 
Governor Howard Dean signed the prece¬ 
dent-setting bill into law Wednesday, mak¬ 
ing Vermont the first state in the nation to 
recognize that same-sex couples deserve the 
same civil benefits of marriage as their op¬ 
posite-sex counterparts. 

We applaud the many gays, lesbians, and 
straight supporters, as well as many Ver¬ 
mont legislators, who worked tirelessly to 
make the civil union law a reality; and we 
must also praise the Vermont Supreme 
Court, which correctly ruled last December 
that same-sex couples must be given the 
same benefits, protections, and responsibil¬ 
ities as married couples of the opposite sex. 
It was that decision which set the chain of 
events in motion that culminated in the 
successful passage this week of the civil 
union bill. 

Here in California, the Legislature has 
taken up several bills that would, if ap¬ 
proved and signed by Governor Gray Davis, 
expand on rights we gained last year with 
the establishment of the statewide domestic 
partner registry. While we would certainly 
rather have a sweeping civil union law like 
Vermont, we realize that the incremental 
steps forward with the new legislative pro¬ 
posals are probably the wisest course of ac¬ 
tion in this post-Proposition 22 climate ... 
at least right now. 

In the bad news department this week, we 
were surprised to learn of the plea bargain 
negotiated between the San Francisco Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s office and Edgard Mora, the 
man accused of killing gay city resident Brian 
Wilmes over two years ago. We distinctly re¬ 
call after last September’s mistrial in the 
Mora murder trial, District Attorney Terence 
Hallinan - in the midst of a fierce re-election 


campaign - promised the lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender communities that the 
Mora case would be retried. 

The decision to settle the Mora 
case - he got five years and could 
be out in about one year - shows 
us that Hallinan’s promises carry 
little, if any, weight. 

If Hallinan thought a murder 
conviction couldn’t be won after the 
mistrial, he should have been honest with 
the community rather than pan¬ 
der to us with an empty 
promise. 

Even the progressive Tom 
Ammiano, president of the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors, was 
shocked by the plea bargain, and angry with 
the DA’s office, though we think his analogy 
to Dan White is a bit overstated in this case. 


Hallinan aggressively courted the LGBT 
communities last year and he told us dur¬ 
ing his campaign that “I have no tolerance 
for anti-gay hate violence. It has no place in 
our country and especially in our city.” 
He said he would engage media out¬ 
lets to make clear to all San Francis¬ 
cans and to individuals around the 
Bay Area that they “will be prosecuted 
to the fullest extent of the law if they 
come to San Francisco and assault 
^ our LGBT brothers and sisters, 
sons and daughters, mothers 
and fathers.” 

Well Mr. Hallinan, what are 
you telling the family of Brian 
Wilmes? That five years is punishment 
enough for the man who took Wilmes’s life? 
Is that the “fullest extent of the law?” 

We don’t think so. T

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First United, now Bechtel

L ast week, United Airlines employees 
received a letter which opened with 
the following: “As announced last 
year, United Airlines will begin offering ben¬ 
efits to domestic partners of our employees 
effective May 1, 2000. United is pleased to 
offer these benefits as part of our commit¬ 
ment to valuing diversity among both our 
employees and our •customers.” 

Also last week, the San Francisco Public 
Utilities Commission voted to enter into 
negotiations with Bechtel Corporation 
(working under the cloak name the Water 
Alliance) to manage one of the largest con¬ 
tracts in the city’s history: the SFPUC’s $3.5 
billion capital improvement program. 

It is ironic that as we celebrate the end to 
a three-year struggle to end discrimination 
against lesbian and gay employees by one 
company, we must again contend with an¬ 
other company seeking to skirt the require¬ 
ments of the equal benefits ordinance. 

Bechtel Inc. is a giant San Francisco- 
based construction and engineering firm 
with some 30,000 employees worldwide. 
For the contract mentioned above, Bechtel 
Inc. has managed to obtain certification of 
compliance with the equal benefits ordi¬ 
nance from the Human Rights.Commis- 
sion for one of its minor subdivisions, 
BINFRA (Bechtel Infrastructure). BINFRA 
employs 497 people nationwide. BINFRA’s 
employees with domestic partners are now 
getting so-called soft benefits (e.g., be¬ 
reavement and family medical leave). Those 
employees will receive the rest of the bene¬ 
fits such as medical and dental on January 
1, 2001, presumably after the full contract 
has been awarded. Bechtel will, in the words 
of the HRC, “continue to discriminate” 
against the other approximately 29,500 em¬ 
ployees who may or may not have domestic 


partners. 

Can Bechtel legally obtain certification 
of compliance with the equal benefits ordi¬ 
nance for only one of its smaller subsidiaries 
and qualify to bid on this contract? 

Maybe, maybe not. When Riley Bechtel, 
CEO of Bechtel appeared before the SFPUC 
to ask that his company to receive the con¬ 
tract, he did not mention BINFRA. Instead, 
he said, “Good afternoon Commissioners. 
My name is Riley Bechtel. I’m chairman 
and CEO of the Bechtel Group. One 
hundred and two years ago, my 
grandfather began a construction 
business. About 20 years thereafter, 
he incorporated it and established 
the headquarters here in San Fran¬ 
cisco. ... Today, Bechtel has some 
30,000 people around the globe - 
over 13,000 in the United 
States alone. And Bechtel 
alone has 1,500 here in 
San Francisco. I submit to 
you that the San Francisco Water Alliance, 
of which Bechtel is the lead partner, is the 
right and only team for this project.” 

The question for us is not just legal, but 
moral and political as well. Do we support 
Bechtel getting this huge contract paid for 
by us, the taxpayers, when they continue to 
discriminate? We say no. 

To get the contract, Bechtel must receive 
final approval from the SFPUC sometime in 
May. Then, the Board of Supervisors must 
approve the awarding of the contract to 
Bechtel. Finally, the voters have approved 
only approximately $400 million of the 
bonds needed to finance this project. The 
other estimated $3 billion in bonds will have 
to be approved in elections requiring a two- 
thirds majority voting yes. 

The other bidder on this contract, 
O’Brien-Krietzberg, has been giving do¬ 
mestic partner benefits since 1996. Its par¬ 
ent companies, Dames & Moore and URS, 
both offer domestic partner benefits. Ap¬ 


proximately 15,000 employees are covered. 
They also have been rated as the better 
choice to get the contract by an independent 
analysis of the bids performed by the 
SFPUC’s own evaluation panel. 

Do we advocate that O’Brien-Kreitzberg 
gets the contract over Bechtel? No, but we 
do insist that Bechtel match O’Brien-Kre¬ 
itzberg (plus Dames & Moore and URS) 
and offer all of its employees company-wide 
domestic partner benefits. Bechtel must 
cease discriminating against its employees 
with domestic partners. 

Further, we offer this challenge to both 
companies. This contract is to 
manage $3.5 billion of public 
4 money. Offer to insist that your 
subcontractors also get certifi¬ 
cation from the HRC, not only 
as compliant with the 
equal benefits ordinance, 
but as compliant with all 
of the non-discrimina¬ 
tion provisions. 

In the meantime, interested readers 
should contact members of the SFPUC and 
members of the Board of Supervisors. Ask 
them to oppose Bechtel’s bid for this contract 
as long as Bechtel continues to treat its les¬ 
bian and gay employees unfairly. Our tax dol¬ 
lars should not go to fund discrimination. 

Take a moment this Monday, May 1, and 
think about the 100,000 employees of Unit¬ 
ed Airlines who now have access to domes¬ 
tic partner benefits. Consider the 100,000 
employees of American Airlines, the 50,000 
employees of US Air, and the flight atten¬ 
dants of Continental Airlines who also now 
have access to benefits. 

Our community made this happen. 
United we changed United and, united we’ll 
change Bechtel. ▼

Syphilis alert in SoCai 

Last week the state of California Department of 
Health Services alerted all California county health de¬ 
partments to a syphilis outbreak in Southern California. 

During the first three months of 2000, 158 early 
syphilis cases were diagnosed in Los Angeles, Orange 
County, and Long Beach. While the number of «arly 
syphilis cases identified in these health jurisdictions 
does not represent a large increase from the first three 
months of 1999 (138 cases), the unique characteristics 
of the cases involved suggests that there is an outbreak. 

A high proportion of the cases analyzed thus far 
are among men who have sex with men, over half of 
whom are HIV-positive. Since many of these men’s 
sexual partners were met at bathhouses, bars, on party 
lines, and the Internet, there is a high likelihood that 
transmission to partners has occurred outside the 
Southern California area. 

We strongly recommend that men who have had 
unprotected sex with anonymous male partners or 
male partners from Los Angeles, Orange County, or 
Long Beach see their doctor or come to the municipal 
STD clinic, City Clinic, 356 Seventh Street, between 
Folsom and Harrison streets, for medical evaluation. 
City Clinic provides STD evaluation and treatment 
for free or low cost (415-487-5500). 

Syphilis is a preventable and curable disease. The 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention has initi¬ 
ated a nationwide effort to eliminate syphilis in the 
United States. As part of this effort, and to maintain 
the good sexual health of all San Franciscans, we feel 
it is our duty to provide early and accurate informa¬ 
tion to the community and encourage persons who 
may be at risk for syphilis to get tested.

After LBT forum, cuts proposed 

Thank you for covering the Lesbian, Bisexual, 
Transgendered Women’s Health Forum. [“LBT health 
forum breaks down barriers,” April 13]. I had the priv¬ 
ilege of attending this historical meeting that was 

sponsored by Supervisor Leslie Katz and Mayor 
Brown. 

As the director of psychiatric social 
work at San Francisco General Hospital 
and the founding co-chair of the SFGH 
LGBT Task Force, I am well aware of the 
unique concerns facing LGBT psychiatric 
clients. It wasn’t too long ago that “ho¬ 
mosexuality” was actually a psychiatric 
diagnosis. “Gender Identity Disorder” 
and “Transvestic Fetishism” remain in 
the Diagnostic and Statistical Manual of Mental Dis¬ 
orders (DSM-IV). 

It’s incredibly ironic, following the success of the 
LBT Women’s Health Forum that the Department of 
Public Health would recommend eliminating 22 
acute psychiatric beds in a nationally recognized pro¬ 
gram. In essence this will drastically reduce special¬ 
ized services to this already underserved patient pop¬ 
ulation. 

SFGH’s Department of Psychiatry was the first in 
the nation to provide specialized culturally compe¬ 
tent services to lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender 
people in acute psychiatric crisis. 

Why would the city host an outstanding health 
forum dedicated to LBT women while the DPH si¬ 
multaneously dismantles one of the only LGBT psy¬ 
chiatric services in the nation? I hope the LGBT com¬ 
munity will encourage the DPH to follow in the foot¬ 
steps of Mayor Brown and the Board of Supervisors in 
valuing health care that respects our community.

® Rather, it was the way I 
scored the two countries as I 
picked up the Sunday Times in 
Heathrow Airport, London on 
Easter morning. The top story of 
the British paper read: “Blair to let 
gay couples adopt.” Below it was 
the Associated Press photo of ma- 
chine-gun-toting U.S. 
federal agents seizing 
Elian Gonzalez in Miami 
with the headline: “Give 
me the boy or I’ll shoot.” 

Don’t you love the 
way we put children 
first? 

I won’t say whether 
think Elian is better 
off with his Miami 
relatives or his fa¬ 
ther, that’s for peo¬ 
ple who know more of the specifics 
to decide, but I do know that photo 
does not look like a Kodak mo¬ 
ment of putting Elian’s needs first. 
Furthermore, the five-month 
marathon of coverage gave pretty 
strong evidence that Elian the child 
has taken a back seat to Elian the 
symbol and Elian the pawn in 
someone else’s political cause. 

When I saw the AP photo with 
the gun barrel directed at the 
frightened little boy, I thought it 
was a re-enactment of King 
Solomon’s bluff to kill the child at 
the center of a custody dispute. 

If you don’t recall that particu¬ 
lar Old Testament tale, it’s the one 
in which two women claim mater¬ 
nity rights to a child. To resolve the 
dispute, the king draws a sword 
and threatens to cut the* child in 
two so that each woman can have 
half. When one of the women ob¬ 
jects and relinquishes her claim on 
the child to spare its life, Solomon 
grants custody of the child to her 
knowing her to be the better par¬ 
ent - the one most able to act in 
the child’s best interests. 

Well, it is bad enough when 
children are used as bargaining 
chips between divided couples, but 
when political movements start 
dictating the placement of a par¬ 
ticular child in a particular home, 
something has gone mightily awry. 

Where is a wise king when you 
need one? 

Though he many not be King 
Solomon, British Prime Minister 
Tony Blair has shown himself open 
to finding the best, rather than the 
straightest, homes for his country’s 
children. He is outlining a nation¬ 
al adoption scheme that will force 
all local councils to give legitimate 
consideration to all gay and lesbian 
couples seeking to adopt. 

The new national adoption 
plan will replace the criteria im¬ 
posed at local levels. And, here’s the 
radical rub reported by the Sunday 
Times: “officials will have to treat 



gay would-be parents on the same 
basis as anybody else, provided 
they fulfill criteria such as good 
health, parenting skills, regular in¬ 
come and a stable relationship.” 

How about that? The notion 
that gays and lesbians be treated as 
anybody else. 

Britain, of course, has its share 
of critics who offer the familiar 
whine about children needing “a 
male and a female role model.” 
How is it that anyone thinks the 
only chance children 
have to encounter male 
and female role models 
is from their parents? 
Furthermore, this partic- 
[j ular point only seems to 
L come up when there are 
two people of the same 
sex raising a child, rather 
than when only 
one of either sex is 
trying to do the 
same. Is access to 
male and female role models cen¬ 
tral to the debate about Elian’s 
fate? Any guesses how statements 
might have sounded different if we. 
knew one of the parties seeking 
custody of Elian to be gay, lesbian, 
bisexual, or transgender? 

Well, we know how the argu¬ 
ments went in Indiana two years 
ago when Craig Peterson, a gay 
man in suburban Indianapolis, was 
trying to finalize the adoption of 
four siblings - three boys and one 


inappropriate ways he had been 
behaving in her bedroom. 

Long story short: the man who 
proclaimed in a letter to the Indi¬ 
anapolis Star that “Girls need 
mothers so they can learn what it 
is to be a woman; they need fa¬ 
thers so they know how to inter¬ 
act with the opposite sex,” is the 
same man who recently pleaded 
guilty to four counts of child mo¬ 
lestation. He is now serving a 40- 
year prison sentence for sexually 
abusing the very daughter he “res¬ 
cued” from gay adoption. 

Now, should we use this case to 
generalize? Shall we assume that 
all married men who want to 
adopt girls will molest them? 

No, of course not. So why gen¬ 
eralize in any way about gay and 
lesbian would-be parents? And how 
did the politicized arena in which 
that adoption was made serve the 
needs of that particular girl? 

Thankfully, last November, 
Governor Gray Davis ordered 
California social services workers 
to disregard the 12-year-old poli¬ 
cy that required the Department 
of Social Services to recommend 
rejection of any adoption by an 
unmarried couple - which, of 
course, would include the rejec¬ 
tion of any gay or lesbian couple.

girl. Peterson had made it through 
the adoption maze, and the local 
board voted unanimously to place 
the four children with him. 

According to the Associated 
Press, after the vote, when the fos¬ 
ter parents of the girl learned that 
Peterson was gay, they set off a se¬ 
ries of protests, letter-writing cam¬ 
paigns and rallies against gay 
adoption. To prevent the girl from 
being placed with Peterson, the 
foster parents filed papers to adopt 
her. With that bandwagon rolling, 
Republican state representatives 
sponsored a bill to ban adoptions 
by homosexuals in Indiana. 

Fortunately, that bill was even¬ 
tually defeated. Unfortunately, the 
board’s original vote was dis¬ 
counted, and the foster parents 
were granted the adoption in De¬ 
cember 1998. For fear that he 
might also lose the boys, Peterson 
chose not to fight the placement 
of their sister. 

If all that is not bad enough, a 
year and a half later, the 8-year- 
old girl who had been “protected” 
from the prospect of a gay father 
came forward with the truth 
about her straight dad - and the

Sadly, statewide efforts to pre¬ 
vent gay men and lesbians from 
adopting children seem to be on 
the rise in this country. Arkansas 
and Utah were the first to specifi¬ 
cally prevent gays and lesbians 
from becoming foster parents or 
adopting children. Conservatives 
in Congress have tried to pass 
similar legislation for the District 
of Columbia. 

Where is the national leader¬ 
ship recognizing that good parent¬ 
ing is not a function of one’s sexu¬ 
al orientation? I think it’s time to 
find new ways, or perhaps old 
ways, well, simply better ways to 
put children first. All these politi¬ 
cians saying they care about kids, 
they want to put children first, and 
what do we have to show for it? 

“Blair to let gay couples adopt” 
in London. “Give me the boy or 
I’ll shoot” in Miami. So, the score 
after one day’s headlines is Eng¬ 
land 1, United States 0. 

But the only measure that real¬ 
ly matters is whether the children

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The Elian saga: Political 
fallout for Gore, Bush?

- » i ot surprisingly, since most 

I I there were political types, 

I H the speculation at an East¬ 
er brunch I attended Sunday cen¬ 
tered around what the political 
fallout would be at the presiden¬ 
tial level over the decision by At¬ 
torney General Janet Reno - 
surely with the approval of the 
White House - to forcibly remove 
6-year-old Elian Gonzalez from 
the home of his Florida relatives 
in the early morning hours last 
Saturday. Did the government try 
hard enough to reach an accord 
with the Miami relatives of the 
young boy that would eventu¬ 
ally result in a mutual 
handing over of the kid 
to his Cuban father? Or, 
as many believe, had the 
Miami relatives, particu¬ 
larly Lazaro 

Gonzalez, Elian’s 

great-uncle, long ago 
resolved that 
the only way 
the young boy 
would ever be 
reunited with his father, Juan 
Miguel Gonzalez, was for the U. 
S. government to come into the 
house Elian had called home since 
last November and forcibly re¬ 
move him. 

Personally, I suspect the latter, 
but ask five different people this 
question and you’ll likely receive 
as many different npinions.-GIear- 
ly, the Miami relatives of the 
young boy hate Cuban dictator 
Fidel Castro so much that they 
were intent from the very first to 
make this kid into a political state¬ 
ment against the Cuban leader. 
Many believe, myself included, 
that it is highly unlikely that the 
Miami relatives would ever have 
turned the custody of young Elian 
to his natural father, or anyone 
else, regardless of what offer the 
Justice Department made. Still, 
the question can justifiably be 
asked whether or not Reno’s offi¬ 
cers had to go into the Miami 
house in full riot gear, carrying 
machine guns. The result sure 
made for photos that can be noth¬ 
ing less than a public relations dis¬ 
aster for the Justice Department in 
particular and the Clinton admin¬ 
istration in general. 

Not pretty, but, it was over in 
three minutes, no one was hurt, 
no shots fired, and 150 days after 
this kid was rescued from the seas 
off Florida young Elian was back 
where he belonged - with his nat¬ 
ural father. 

The question now is: what, if 
any, political fallout will the 
Miami raid, rescue, whatever, have 
in the election of this country’s 
next president? While neither Vice 
President Al Gore, the presumed 
Democratic nominee, nor Texas 
Governor George W. Bush, the 
likely GOP nominee, were pub¬ 
licly supportive of the action the 
government took last Saturday, 
one or the other might eventually 
benefit from the attorney general’s 
move when it comes to the No¬ 
vember election. 

Gore, who broke with the ad¬ 
ministration over the Elian case 
weeks ago, and has weathered 
heavy criticism from it ever since, 
issued a statement reiterating his 
view that the conflict should have 
been resolved in a family court. 

Bush quickly seized on the 
issue, attempting to blame Gore in 


part by issuing a statement Satur¬ 
day morning criticizing the show 
of force and tying Gore to the ac¬ 
tion in Miami by blaming the 
tense events on the “Clinton-Gore 
administration.” 

Some in the Gore camp feel 
that the heavy-handed action 
could hurt their candidate in that 
it might energize the political 
right in a fashion harmful to 
Gore’s campaign and congres¬ 
sional Democrats seeking re-elec¬ 
tion, but others in the Gore camp 
as well as reportedly some in the 
Bush campaign view Clinton and 
Reno acting decisively to enforce 
the law. Some Republicans, in fact, 
quietly feel that the government 
had no choice in the mat¬ 
ter and that it was sim¬ 
ply time that the 
standoff between the 
Miami relatives and 
the federal govern¬ 
ment moved to a 
conclusion. 

Predictably, many 
Republican 
congressional 
leaders quickly 
pounced on 
the “Gestapo-like move in the 
dark of the night,” with Trent 
Lott, Tom DeLay, Orrin Hatch, 
and even NYC Mayor Rudy Giu¬ 
liani issuing comments like being 
“ashamed to be Americans,” mak¬ 
ing “America look like Cuba,” and 
other statements intended to take 
political advantage of the situa¬ 
tion. One top Washington Repub¬ 
lican, however, told CNN that as 
“regrettable” as the incident 
looked on television, it was clear 
that “Janet Reno really had no 
other choice,” pointing out that 
the Miami family “overestimated 
what they thought was their 
power and was openly laughing at 
the government’s authority.” 

Even in Miami, reactions were 
polarized within some parts of the 
Cuban American community. 
While some feel that it might take 
the courts several months - 
maybe' even until November to 
decide the asylum question (par¬ 
ticularly if it goes all the way to the 
Supreme Court) most others 
think that the Elian Gonzalez in¬ 
cident, sensational as it now 
seems, will be a mere footnote in 
the presidential election. 

Further, while both Gore and 
Bush seem to be pandering, if you 
will, to Cuban Americans and 
their sympathizers, the election 
likely will not be decided on this 
highly emotional issue. In the 
event it is still an issue come No¬ 
vember, look for Bush and con¬ 
gressional Republicans to be the 
benefactors.

Awards dinner at the Concord 
Hilton Hotel and his scheduled ap¬ 
pearance prompted a two-page story 
in Sunday’s Contra Costa Times 
(925-671-3374 for fix and info). 

California set the bar for the 
costliest U.S. Senate race in 1994 
when Dianne Feinstein success¬ 
fully defended her seat against Re¬ 
publican Michael Huffington by 
the two spending a combined $44 
million, but New York is headed 
for the all-time record this year 
with some predicting that $100 
million will be spent by the time 
the Hillary Clinton-Rudy Giu¬ 
liani race is decided in November. 

The Reverend Jerry Falwell, 
who founded the now-defunct 
Moral Majority back in 1979, with 
the express intention of helping 
elect Ronald Reagan president, is 
at it again. Falwell went to Wash¬ 
ington earlier this month to an¬ 
nounce this new broad-based 
“People of Faith 2000” campaign 
to register 10 million new voters 
for the November presidential 
election. Falwell, who says reli¬ 
gious conservatives are “discour¬ 
aged and frustrated” after eight 
years of President Clinton, admits 
that his new scheme is little more 
than an effort to help elect George 
W. Bush as the next president, but 
a watchdog group, Americans 
United for the Separation of 
Church and State, quickly filed a 
complaint with the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service complaining that the 
pro-Bush Falwell is violating his 
tax-exempt status and charged 
that his new organization clearly 
violates rules prohibiting non¬ 
profit groups from engaging in 
partisan political activities. 

Newscaster-actress Donna 
Hanover, the wife of NYC Mayor 
Rudy Giuliani (NYC columnists 
call theirs a “strained marriage”) 
soon will take over the lead role in 
the sexually suggestive off-Broad- 
way hit The Vagina Monologues, a 
play written by Eve Ensler, a 
close friend and political support¬ 
er of Hillary Clinton. 

Back in San Francisco, local 
musician Jello Biafra, onetime 
mayoral candidate and former 
lead singer of the punk rock band 
Dead Kennedys, said he is “dead 
serious” about seeking the Green 
Party’s presidential nomination 
but knows he’s in for a fight from 
consumer activist perennial do- 
gooder Ralph Nader for the 
party’s nod. 

In Washington, California’s De¬ 
mocratic, Republican, Libertarian 
and Peace & Freedom parties ar¬ 
gued before the U.S. Supreme 
Court this week that the state’s sin¬ 
gle ballot “blanket” form of pri¬ 
mary, otherwise known as the 
“open primary” is in fact uncon¬ 
stitutional; the four political par¬ 
ties are asking the Supreme Court 
to declare the blanket primary a 
violation of their First Amend¬ 
ment right of “freedom of associa¬ 
tion,” and asked the high court to 
overturn Proposition 198, passed 
by California voters in 1996, giv¬ 
ing the state’s 1.6 million indepen¬ 
dent voters their first opportunity 
to vote in what had been “closed,” 
members-only party contests. 

Former San Francisco Assis¬ 
tant District Attorney Judy John¬ 
son, 52, who got her first job as an 
attorney from former District At¬ 
torney Arlo Smith, has been 
named chief executive officer of 
the California State Bar Associa¬ 
tion, the first woman to hold this 
post in the Bar’s 73-year history.

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Who is Sondheim?

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April 26, 1970 (30 years ago this 
week): The musical play 
Company, with score and lyrics by 
Stephen Sondheim, opens in New 
York City. 

g*| y the age of 21, Stephen 
f|C Sondheim had met and got- 
ten pointers from both 
Oscar Hammerstein II and Cole 
Porter. With luck, connections, 
and talent, he became one of the 
greatest lyricists and composers in 
American musical theater. 

Born in New York City on 
March 22, 1930, Stephen was the 
only child of Herbert and “Foxy” 
Sondheim, who both worked in 
the garment industry. His parents’ 
divorce in 1941 inadvertently set 
the boy on his career path in mu¬ 
sical theater. 

Foxy used her divorce settle¬ 
ment to buy a farm in Bucks 
County, Pennsylvania, and moved 
herself and her son there. Famed 
songwriter Oscar Hammerstein II 
and his family lived nearby, and 
Stephen quickly became a fixture 
in their household. 

Hammerstein was at the peak 
of his Broadway career, and the 
young Sondheim began con¬ 
sciously emulating his famous 
neighbor. He even wrote a musi¬ 
cal play, but Hammerstein dashed 
his Broadway dreams when he 
read the teenager’s work. “If you 
want to know why it’s terrible, I’ll 
tell you,” Hammerstein said, 
launching a relationship of master 
and apprentice that lasted until 
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the older man’s death in 1960. 

At Williams College, Sondheim 
wrote another musical, All that 
Glitters. His drama professor 
knew Cole Porter, who agreed to 
listen to the score. Sondheim re¬ 
called that the composer “would 
come to the piano ... and say, 
‘Wouldn’t that sound a little bet¬ 
ter that way?”’ 

During college, Sondheim 
took a summer job as the of¬ 
fice boy for Hammerstein’s 
Allegro, a highly innova¬ 
tive play that flopped. “It 
was the seminal influence 
on my life,” Sondheim 
claimed, and the reason he 
was drawn to doing adven¬ 
turous, experimental 
work throughout his 
career. _ 

In the mid-1950s, 

Sondheim became friendly with 
Arthur Laurents, who was work¬ 
ing on the book of a new play, a 
modern retelling of the Romeo 
and Juliet story, with music by 
Leonard Bernstein and choreog¬ 
raphy by Jerome Robbins. Bern¬ 
stein needed a lyricist and offered 
Sondheim the job. 

West Side Story (1957) was a 
critical hit, and opportunities flew 
Sondheim’s way. Laurents wanted 
him as both composer and lyricist 
for a new musical about stripper 
Gypsy Rose Lee, but the star, Ethel 
Merman, didn’t want an un¬ 
proven composer. Jule Styne was 
enlisted for the music, and Sond¬ 
heim was offered the job of lyri¬ 
cist.

Gypsy (1959) was the last play 
for which Sondheim wrote lyrics 
without also composing the 
music. A string of critical and 
popular successes followed, each 
with increasingly complex and in¬ 
novative music and lyrics: A 
Funny Thing Happened on the Way 
to the Forum (1962), Company 
(1970), Follies (1971), A Little 
Night Music (1973), Sweeney Todd 
(1979), Sunday in the Park 
with George (1984), Into the 
Woods (1987), and Passion 
1 (1994). 

Throughout most of 
his astonishing career, 
Sondheim’s private life re¬ 
mained an enigma. In fact, 
Sondheim began 
questioning his sexu¬ 
ality in college, when 
he realized that there 
was “something different” about 
him. Men made passes at him 
when he first came to New York 
after graduation, but it took a 
while before he actually had sex 
with another man. “I was sexually 
very late blooming,” he said. 

His first long-term relationship 
began late in life, with a younger 
man named Peter Jones, whom he 
met in 1991. The two eventually 
lived together and exchanged 
wedding rings (but Jones has since 
moved out). Finally, in an autho¬ 
rized biography published in 
1998, Sondheim came out pub¬ 
licly as gay. 

Now in his 70s, Sondheim is 
still a force in musical theater. His 
next play (with the working title 
Wise Guys ) is about two enterpris¬ 
ing brothers. Though the lead 
character in Company was a 30- 
something bachelor, Wise Guys is 
Sondheim’s first play with a bona 
fide gay character. ▼

vide for fair and equitable treat¬ 
ment of all citizens, it meddles in 
our personal lives by mandating 
that our domestic relationships 
are not valid. Our adoptive rights 
are under assault, and we are 
barred from more than 1,000 ben¬ 
efits afforded other Americans 
who are allowed, by law, to marry 
and have a higher level of freedom 
and a higher status of citizenship 
as a result. Notably, voters in Cal¬ 
ifornia have just passed a ballot 
proposition designed to affirm 
that states discrimination against 
its gay citizens, and the state of 
Utah has just 
revoked our 
rights to adopt 
children. I will 
march on Washington because 
oppression and discrimination are 
alive and well in America. 

7. The scourge of HIV/AIDS is 
far from being eradicated. Still 
today, there exists a common view 
that gay people deserve the hor¬ 
rors of AIDS that has led to mil¬ 
lions of deaths around the globe. 
Some members of Congress use 
AIDS as a political wedge to as¬ 
sault gay citizens and threaten to 
curtail federal funding, which 
helps to relieve the misery and 
suffering from AIDS, and which 
provides research to find a cure to 
this deadly virus. I will march on 
Washington to demand a cure. 

6. Gay people are people of 
faith. We must march to authenti¬ 
cate our religious beliefs and our 
right to practice our religion with¬ 
out fear of reprisal from our gov¬ 
ernment or from any citizen. We 
must not be forced to accept a sec¬ 
ond-class status under a moral 
and ethical code that diminishes 
our religious experience or our in¬ 
alienable right to our own person¬ 
al faith without interference. 

5. There is no place in America 
that is better for me to exercise my 
right to free speech, which is guar¬ 
anteed under the Constitution.

jpil or two years, critics of the 
jp Millennium March on 
m Washington have continued 
to protest how the upcoming 
April 30 event has been organized. 
The rally that will take place on 
the Washington Mall is just begin¬ 
ning to get significant attention in 
the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender press. Many are just 
now wondering why MMOW 
critics, like the Ad Hoc Commit¬ 
tee for an Open Process, continue 
to oppose 
an event 

that is clear- _ 

ly not going 

to be canceled. In fact, the efforts 
of the critics along with other fac¬ 
tors are certain to have a dampen¬ 
ing effect on the turnout for the 
event - undoubtedly to the delight 
of right-wing religious wackos like 
Pat Robertson. 

Why does the criticism contin¬ 
ue? Here are the top five reasons 
this event should not be support¬ 
ed by the LGBT communities: 

1) the MMOW was not called 
by our community, instead a small 
group of people decide where, 
when, and under what banner we 
should march; 

2) the MMOW has refused to 
open its financial records to the 
community - MMOW leaders are 
annoyed by requests for financial 
disclosure and emphatically state 
they will not release the informa¬ 
tion until long after April 30; 

3) the MMOW has not been fi¬ 
nancially supported by the com¬ 
munity and is committed to sever¬ 
al corporate sponsors. In 1993 the 
MOW stage communicated the 
civil rights message of the event, “A 
Simple Matter of Justice,” with a 
giant banner on scaffolding to the 
left of the stage. In 2000 you will 
see, the Advocate, PlanetOut, and 
United Airlines logos around or

over the stage. This is a profound 
and unprecedented sellout of civil 
rights. The reason your stage will 
be used for corporate promotion - 
“We have obligations to our spon¬ 
sors,” said MMOW director Diane 
Hardy-Garcia. More than 90 per¬ 
cent of the 1993 revenue was ob¬ 
tained from individual donations 
($10, $20, $30) and merchandise 
sales; 1993 belonged to you, 
MMOW belongs to United Air¬ 
lines, PlanetOut, and the Advocate; 

4) the MMOW claims to rep¬ 
resent a diverse group of people, 
but it doesn’t. The MMOW board 
_ touts 50 

percent 
represen¬ 
tation of 
people of color, but when it comes 
time to make decisions, all that is 
needed is a quorum of the board. 
Neither race nor gender factor 
into the quorum equation. Often 
the majority present at MMOW 
board meetings is a majority of 
men and a majority of white peo¬ 
ple. In 1993, 50 percent people of 
color and gender parity meant 
who makes the decisions, not who 
is promoted on a Web site; 

5) the MMOW has not been 
able to communicate why the 
LGBT communities should en¬ 
gage in a mass mobilization 
against their government. Of 
course there maybe good reasons. 
Why can’t they say, “We demand 
passage of a LGBT civil rights 
bill?” If we don’t have a list of de¬ 
mands of the U.S. government, 
then why are we going to Wash¬ 
ington? 

This fifth reason not to march 
is perhaps the most important. 
MMOW board members have in¬ 
explicably hidden their “working 
vision” from the community. It is 
not on their Web site. It is not in 
their literature. MMOW has not 
made it public via a press release. 
If you want it, you may be able to 
get it by e-mailing MMOW’s

The “working vision” has a 
bizarre history and is hardly a 
blueprint for building a consensus 
behind a set of reasons to protest 
your government. The process 
began in January 1999 when the 
Washington Blade reported that 
the MMOW would conduct a sur¬ 
vey. “We’ll be asking people for 
their input on where the move¬ 
ment should go and what they 
think are the most important is¬ 
sues for this march,” then- 
MMOW board member Hardy- 
Garcia told the Blade. 

However, the survey did not 
materialize until it was refash¬ 
ioned into the MMOW platform 
ballot and announced at a April 
30, 1999 news conference. The 
ballot contained 13 vague topics 
and asked people to pick five. The 
topics were: Hate Crimes Legisla¬ 
tion; Right To Marry; Non-Dis¬ 
crimination in Employment; 
Right To Serve Our Country; Les¬ 
bian Health Issues; AIDS/HIV Is¬ 
sues; Child Custody and Adoption 
Rights; GLBT Aging Issues; Immi¬ 
gration Rights; GLBT Youth Is¬ 
sues; Overturning Anti-GLBT 
Laws; Right To Privacy/Choice; 
GLBT Global Issues; and Other. 

Critics charged that the data 
collected would be skewed along 
class and race lines because most of 
it would be collected over the In¬ 
ternet. Critics also pointed out that 
for the first time a national LGBT

ifio the casual observer, it may 
seem as though there hasn’t 
1 been much progress since 
last October’s mayoral ground¬ 
breaking for the new Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, and Transgender Com¬ 
munity Center to be erected at 
1800 Market Street. But organiz¬ 
ers report that while there have 
been some “typical” construction 
delays, a grand opening is antici¬ 
pated in time for next year’s pride 
season - in June 2001. 

Though the ribbon-cutting is 
over a year away, the feeding fren¬ 
zy has already begun among com¬ 
munity organizations hoping to 
lay claim to 11 small office spaces 
in the center, designed as some¬ 
what of a post-modern/Victorian 
hybrid. Ranging in size from 75 to 
300 square feet, the offices may be 
leased by virtually any kind of 
community group with LGBT 
leanings, and may be used for ad¬ 
ministrative purposes, or walk-in 
client services. 

But first they need the center’s 
board of directors on their side. 

This Tuesday, May 2 at 6:30 
p.m., the Community Center Pro¬ 
ject will hold a public meeting to 
inform interested parties about 
the selection process that will be 
used to award the 11 office space 
leases to competing community 
organizations. Applications for 
spaces also will be accepted at the 


Not much has changed with the Community Center, but work has started. 


meeting, which takes place at the 
Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco at 150 Eu¬ 
reka Street. 

Until a market analysis is com¬ 
plete sometime in the next month, 
a per-square-foot asking price has 
not been set for the offices. CCP 
.board member and spokesman 
Dana Van Gorder noted that while 
office space rents in newly con¬ 
structed buildings tend to run 
higher than the going market rate 
for other buildings in the sur¬ 
rounding area, the nonprofit CCP 
doesn’t plan to gouge community 
groups for the maximum rent the 


booming economy will support. 

“I don’t think we’ll be doing 
that,” he said. 

The renovation of the old Fal¬ 
lon Building at the intersection of 
Market, Waller, and Octavia 
streets - and construction of a 
much larger, post-modern steel- 
and-glass building adjoining it - 
brings the combined square 
footage for the center to about 
47,000. 

According to Van Gorder, none 
of the 11 offices intended for 
LGBT community groups have 
been previously reserved. The

What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this results 
in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men in their 20s. 
Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this type of 
hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. 

All men, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®“* Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied for 
an additional 12 months.

Who should NQT take PROPECIA?

A warning about PROPECIA and pregnancy. 

■ Women who are or may potentially be pregnant: 

- must not use PROPECIA

reported one or more of the following: less desire for sex; difficulty in achieving an erection; and, a decrease in the amount 
of semen. Each of these side effects occurred in less than 2% of men. These side effects went away in men who stopped 
taking PROPECIA. They also disappeared in most men who continued taking PROPECIA. 

In general use, the following have been reported infrequently: allergic reactions including rash, 

itching, hives and swelling of the lips and face; problems with ejaculation; breast tenderness and enlargement; and 

testicular pain. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual side effects. 

■ PROPECIA can affect a blood test called PSA (Prostate-Specific Antigen) for the screening of prostate cancer. If 
you have a PSA test done, you should tell your doctor that you are taking PROPECIA. 

Storage and handling. 

Keep PROPECIA in the original container and keep the container closed. Store it in a dry place at room temperature. 

PROPECIA tablets are coated and will prevent contact with the active ingredient during normal handling, 
provided that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 

Do not give your PROPECIA tablets to anyone else. It has been prescribed only for you. Keep PROPECIA and all 
medications out of the reach of children.

ered “less than 100,000 signatures” 
in its first attempt.

march would not explicitly address 
the issue of racism. MMOW board 
members bristled at the criticism 
and called the critics racist. 

Then, in a December 10, 1999 
Blade article, MMOW board 
members revealed they weren’t 
bound to the results of the plat¬ 
form balloting process. MMOW 
board co-chair Donna Red Wing 
told the Blade, “The Internet real¬ 
ly does reach a vast constituency 
... But we decided that we needed 
to make a much more aggressive 
outreach to people of color and 
women.” The top five vote-getters 
did not include racial justice issues 
(because they weren’t on the bal¬ 
lot) or “Right To Privacy/Choice”. 

So, MMOW board members 
added language about racial jus¬ 
tice and privacy. However, they 
dropped the word “choice.” For the 
first time, an event touted as a na¬ 
tional civil rights march by and for 
our community will not address 
the issue of reproductive freedom. 
Then again, it isn’t really address¬ 
ing any issues. 

The MMOW is not the fourth 
national mobilization for the 
rights of LGBT people, it was not 
called by our community. It is not 
accountable to our community. It 
is obligated to corporations, not to 
individuals. It does not represent 
our community. It demands noth¬ 
ing from our government. History 
should not record the MMOW in 
the same vein as the 1979, 1987, 
and 1993 MOWs. 

When deciding whether or not 
to go to the MMOW remember, if 
this “event in search of a purpose” 
achieves reasonable numbers, then 
sometime in the future a small 
group of people may just try to do 
this again. The processes by which 
we work together are more impor¬ 
tant than what Pat Robertson 
thinks or does. T

public about same-sex marriage. 

The proposed initiative would 
have allowed same-sex couples to 
obtain a civil marriage in Califor¬ 
nia, though it did not require any 
church or religious organization 
to perform same-sex marriages. 

Henning indicated that while 
the ultimate goal of attaining the 
option of civil marriage for same- 
sex couples is not negotiable, this 
time the group will try to develop 
some consensus within the gay 
and lesbian community about tac¬ 
tics and strategy. 

CaSSM will have a chance to 
explain that strategy soon, as the 
group plans to apply for some of 
the $250,000 left over from the No 
on 22/No on Knight campaign, 
which has set up a small commit¬ 
tee through the Horizons Founda¬ 
tion to dole out the money for 
projects designed to achieve equal¬ 
ity for same-sex relationships. The 
No on 22 campaign had not been 
supportive of CaSSM’s signature 
drive, seeing it as competition for 
community support, and an un¬ 
wise distraction. 

As it turned out, of course, 
CaSSM’s drive was little more 
than a blip on the radar during 
the last election cycle, and likely 
had little appreciable effect on 
Proposition 22’s outcome. 

“We’re very much aware of the

Supreme Court hears Scout case

MVi he U.S. Supreme Court was 
1 packed Wednesday, April 26, 
1 the last day for oral argu¬ 
ments in this term. The lead case 
was Boy Scouts of America v. James 
Dale. It sought to overturn the 
unanimous decision of the New 
Jersey Supreme Court that the or¬ 
ganization may not discriminate 
against gays. 

Little more than a sentence was 
out of the mouth of Boy Scout at¬ 
torney George A. Davidson before 
the justices began peppering him 
with questions. “I don’t under¬ 
stand the policy,” said Justice Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg, “It seems to me 
like, ‘don’t ask, don’t tell.’” 

Davidson explained that be¬ 
cause the organization was “so 
closely identified with moral val¬ 
ues” it simply would not do to 
have an openly avowed homosex¬ 
ual as a leader. Scouts -recite the 
scout pledge at virtually every 
event and in it they swear to be 
“morally straight.” 

“And a homosexual cannot fit 
that definition?” asked Justice An¬ 
tonin Scalia. “That is correct,” 
replied Davidson. 

Justice Sandra Day O’Connor 
found the debate “a little confusing.” 
She asked whether a heterosexual 
who espouses support of gays 
would be excluded. Davidson said it 
was permissible for him to advocate 
“to change the policy,” but not to 
promote the morality of the issue. 

Would cohabiting unmarried 
heterosexuals also be excluded 
under the phrase “morally 
straight,” asked Justice Ginsburg. 
Davidson said he knew of no in-

stances where the policy was ap¬ 
plied to that situation. 

Justices Anthony Kennedy and 
David Souter pressed as to 
whether the Boys Scouts had any 
written policy regarding homo¬ 
sexuals or homosexuality. Not re¬ 
ally, there is no mention in the of¬ 
ficial manuals. 

Davidson tried to slip into the 
area of conduct via the subject of 
chjld abuse. Justice O’Connor 
quickly corrected, “But abuse is not 
alleged here.” “No,” said Davidson. 

In subsequent discussion 
Davidson seemed curiously un¬ 
concerned with closeted homosex¬ 
uals or with homosexual acts. “If 
conduct is not relevant, then why 
is openness so important?” asked 
Justice Souter. 

Because “that person would 
not be an effective role model,” 
said Davidson. 

The Boy Scouts’ attorney repeat¬ 
edly came back to the Hurley deci¬ 
sion, where the court ruled unani¬ 
mously that the Boston parade was 
“speech” and gay groups could not 
impose themselves upon that speech. 


But even Justice Scalia was not 
buying that argument. Dales’s 
“public persona” is different from 
what they decided in the Hurley 
case, Scalia said. 

The justices pressed Evan 
Wolfson with equal vigor. The at¬ 
torney with the Lambda Legal De¬ 
fense and Education Fund has 
represented Dale throughout the 
appeals process. 

Wouldn’t the New Jersey law 
preclude a gay and lesbian organi¬ 
zation from excluding heterosexu¬ 
als, asked Justice O’Connor. “If it 
were a public accommodation 
open to all, then yes,” said Wolfson. 

Justice Stephen Breyer sought to 
know how they could determine if 
being “anti-gay is fundamental or 
core” to the Boy Scouts. He said a pe¬ 
ripheral principle added to virtually 
any organization’s purpose “could 
eviscerate all civil rights laws.” 

Wolfson said the New Jersey 
court “looked to the record” and did 
not find that at the core of what it is 
to be a Boy Scout. Current practices 
“do not require scout leaders to in¬ 
veigle against homosexuals.” 

Would the case be different if 
the Boy Scouts amended its litera¬ 
ture, asked Justice Scalia. Wolfson 
conceded that the case would be 
different, perhaps stronger, but that 
was not the issue before the court. 

Outside the court building, 
both sides stated their pleasure 
with the way arguments went. 

“I do this because I care about 
the scouting program,” said Dale. 
To him, morally straight means the 
same thing to him today as it did 
when he first joined: “To respect 
and defend the rights of all people, 
to be honest and open in their re¬ 
lationships with all people.” ▼

ijuana dispensary on Divisadero 
Street with an average of about 
150 customers every day, the pro¬ 
testers felt betrayed. They and 
their representatives had provided 
key moral support for the legisla¬ 
tion, had been at the table with 
DPH, the San Francisco Police 
Department, and other city offi¬ 
cials when the legislation was 
drafted, and now felt excluded 
from the department’s planning 
for the ID program. 

“This breaks the trust with the 
cannabis community,” said Wayne 
Justmann. “That legislation has 
not been followed. 

“We have an opportunity to ig¬ 
nore it entirely and set up our 
own programs.” 

Managing to put a happy face 
on a rather unhappy situation, San 
Francisco Supervisor Mark Leno 
adroitly commented on the protest: 
“I think it just expresses an eager¬ 
ness to get this up and running.” 

And indeed, many of the pro¬ 
testers’ signs on Thursday flatly 
announced, “I’m here for my 
medical cannabis user ID card.” 

But the focus of the familiar 
sing-song chant, “What do we 
want? Access! When do we want 
it? Now!” at the DPH protest was a 
demand not for immediate access 
to the ID cards, and certainly not 
for marijuana, but rather for par¬ 
ticipation in the city’s ongoing 
planning for the ID card program. 

Following the lead of a few 
other California municipalities

igated the Baker v. State case along 
with co-counsel Beth Robinson 
and Susan Murray of Langrock, 
Sperry & Wool, applauded the Leg¬ 
islature for standing up for the fam¬ 
ilies of gay and lesbian Vermonters. 
“This is a breathtaking step forward 
in providing basic legal protections 
to same-sex families on a day-to- 
day basis,” Bonauto said. 

The court’s decision stemmed 
from a 1997 lawsuit filed by three 
same-sex couples - Stan Baker 
and Peter Harrigan, Holly Puter- 
baugh and Lois Farnham, and 
Nina Beck and Stacy Jolles - after 
they were denied marriage licens¬ 
es by their local town clerks. When 
it issued its decision last year, the 
court instructed the Legislature to 
act swiftly to pass a law in accor¬ 
dance with the ruling. 

Civil union partners would 
gain all of the benefits that the 
state confers through marriage, 
such as making medical decisions 
on behalf of partners or inheri¬ 
tance. Federal programs, such as 
Social Security, would not be af¬ 
fected under the state law. 

Same-sex couples also would 
be required to handle their 
breakups through Family Court 
like divorces, though that proce¬ 
dure would be called a dissolution. 

Under the law, same-sex cou¬ 
ples would be able to go to their 
town clerk to obtain a civil union 
license, just as opposite-sex cou¬ 
ples get marriage licenses. 

While people from other states 
may go to Vermont for civil 
unions, just as they do for mar¬ 
riages, those same-sex families 
from outside Vermont still need to 
take the limited measures they can 
in their own states to protect their 
families, for example, by having 
wills and powers of attorney for fi¬ 
nancial and medical decision¬ 
making, GLAD officials said. 

More than 30 states and the 
federal government have passed 
laws denying recognition to same- 
sex marriages. ▼ 


with similar programs, San Fran¬ 
cisco’s photo ID system will give 
police the ability to differentiate 
between bona fide doctor-ap¬ 
proved medical cannabis users 
and garden-variety self-medicat¬ 
ing pot heads - thereby sparing 
the card-carrying smokers from 
unnecessary harassment, seizure 
of their medicine, possible arrest, 
and even prosecution. 

“We should be sitting in right 
now on discussions on how this 
program would be implemented,” 
said Justmann, executive director 
of the Patients’ Resource Center. 

Leno noted that he had previ¬ 
ously scheduled a May 11 hearing 
of the board’s Public Health and 
Environment Committee “to 
bring everyone together and flush 
out where we are right now.” DPH 
is expected to reveal detailed in¬ 
formation on the ID card pro¬ 
gram at the hearing, Leno said, as 
well as a specific schedule for im¬ 
plementation. 

“I hope that people come to 
the hearing and are pleased with 
what they hear,” said DPH official 
Anne Kronenberg. 

The Patients’ Resource Center 
is just one of several marijuana 
buyers clubs in San Francisco that 
operate above-ground, in many 


respects like any other retail busi¬ 
ness. Most clubs had supported 
Leno’s legislation, with the excep¬ 
tion of the anarchic ACT UP/San 
Francisco, which vacillates back 
and forth on the issue. 

Many of the existing clubs con¬ 
tinue to express support for the 
DPH program, and some are less 
concerned with the nuts-and- 
bolts of the local ID card imple¬ 
mentation, and more concerned 
with how medical cannabis users 
could face problems down the line 
with state and federal authorities. 

“What we find at CHAMP 
[Cannabis Helping Alleviate Med¬ 
ical Problems],” said Sheba, a pa¬ 
tient advocate of the second-floor 
club across from the Safeway at 
Church and Market streets, “is our 
local politicians are not the prob¬ 
lem, whether that’s at the board, 
or the mayor, or DPH, but we feel 
the problem is at a state and fed¬ 
eral level.” 

But Justmann said he doesn’t 
know if he supports Leno’s DPH 
program any more, as he doesn’t 
know what it looks like; DPH has 
not consulted a single medical 
marijuana dispensary in assem¬ 
bling the technical aspects of the 
program since the law was signed 
in mid-March.T

Challenges in HIV AIDS Treatment

Jl| n increasing number of 
j ; HIV-focused medical 
If® groups and individual 
physicians throughout California 
are quitting health maintenance 
organization networks because of 
low financial reimbursement, 
forcing people with HIV and 
AIDS to find new physicians less 
experienced with the illnesses as¬ 
sociated with the virus. Of those 
medical groups remaining with 
HMOs, HIV-positive patients are 
experiencing a new form of dis¬ 
crimination created by their 
physician/HMO contracts: finan¬ 
cial resentment from physicians 
whose livelihoods depend on 
keeping patients away from hospi¬ 
tal stays and other expensive med¬ 
ical services. 

California’s HIV community is 
experiencing what may become a 
national trend. 

According to John Keasler, as¬ 
sistant benefits counselor with the 
San Diego Gay and Lesbian Cen¬ 
ter’s Benefits Clinic, fewer HIV-ex¬ 
perienced physicians, including 
predominantly gay practices, are 
willing to take HIV-positive pa¬ 
tients whose insurer is an HMO. To 
Keasler and others involved in the 
AIDS community in San Diego, 
the business decisions now being 
made both by the HMOs and by 
some physicians are disturbing. 


service basis. Therefore, whether 
an HMO patient never visits the 
physician, or visits the physician 
every day of the month, the doctor 
receives the same amount of 
money. For the MediCal or PPO 
patient, just the opposite is true. 
Every visit is reimbursable. 

“HMOs are set up for healthy 
patients who never need medical 
care,” said Smith. But in the case 
of medical practices that are HIV¬ 
intensive, every patient requires 
constant care and monitoring, 
making HMO business extremely 
unprofitable. Smith believes that 
people who remain with HMOs 
will most likely end up with physi¬ 
cians less experienced with HIV. 
Although “this seems detrimental 
to the health of the individual, the 
less-experienced physician will 
still be able to refer the patients 
back to physicians who specialize 
in HIV-related illnesses, Smith 
said. Keasler, who fights HMO 
case managers for his clients on a 
daily basis, maintained that the 
HMO’s approval for such a refer¬ 
ral would be rare. Both the pa¬ 
tient’s new primary physician and 
the HMO case manager would be 
“financially reluctant” to make 
such a referral, explained Keasler. 

It is not just the physicians who 
are trying to “dump” the HIV pa¬ 
tient load, said Keasler. New phar¬ 
maceutical restrictions imposed by 
most HMO plans are forcing those 
individuals with AIDS who can find 
other care options to take them. 

As.i)f January J.*Jiealih_NeJL_ 
imposed a $2,000 annual cap on 
all non-generic medications. Since 
nearly all HIV-related meds are 
patented, and therefore brand 
name, HIV patients are forced to 
either leave their HMO, or pay 
out-of-pocket for these life-saving 
medications. Unfortunately, be¬ 
cause HIV is a preexisting condi¬ 
tion, leaving an existing HMO 
plan is not possible for most HIV¬ 
positive individuals. The only op¬ 
tion is to become MediCal eligi-

“Physicians who’ve grown rich 
on their HIV patients are now, by 
eliminating HMO clients, squeez¬ 
ing them into fewer and fewer 
medical practices with less HIV 
experience,” stated Keasler. “I’m 
sorry, but I think they should all 
find a way to continue taking 
HMO patients.” 

Dr. Robert Smith heads the 
Robert Smith Medical Group, the 
last private HIV-intensive medical 
group in San Diego to take HMO 
patients. The Robert Smith Med¬ 
ical Group ended its contractual 
relationship with HMOs on De¬ 
cember 31, 1999, within months 
of its acquisition by Los Angeles- 
based HIV-intensive medical 
group Pacific Oaks. Pacific Oaks 
began turning away its HIV-posi¬ 
tive HMO patients in 1998. 

“We were the last private med¬ 
ical group in San Diego to con¬ 
tract with HMOs,” stated Smith, 
“and, quite frankly, it was against 
financial advice and because I in¬ 
sisted upon it. But, we were only 
getting dollars per month to 
care for some very sick patients.” 

HMOs offer medical providers 
a lump sum of money to care for a 
patient each month, regardless of 
how many times that patient visits 
the physician’s office. This is re¬ 
ferred to within the medical field as 
a capitated fee. Preferred provider 
organizations, or PPOs, as well as 
MediCal and private insurance, all 
reimburse physicians on a fee-for-

H £j ere’s the plot. Aladdin gets 
betrayed by Jafar, Hercules 
i i by Hades, Tarzan by Clay¬ 
ton, Snow White and Cinderella 
by the evil queens. The handsome 
hapless hero(ine) always gets 
fooled, but wins in the end. 

You know the plot. Evil One al¬ 
ways gets it in the end, while the het¬ 
erosexual romance wins out. Most 
Disney movies are about betrayal. 

But they’re so gay, you say. Dis¬ 
neyland takes flack for its gay 
days, and for years allowed it, but 
is stepping back in that depart¬ 
ment, if you haven’t kept up.

on his death bed, under the threat 
of being exposed for allegedly 
bribing outside vendors and con¬ 
tractors in kickback schemes. 

Declaring a 
“moral victory” to 
the Associated Press, 
Larry Sackey, an attorney 
representing Jahn’s estate, 
said Disney “shouldn’t con¬ 
duct business like this.” Jahn 
never did wrong, and 
Disney did, according 
to a jury of non-Toon 
Town peers. 

Disney is known 
for less than scrupu¬ 
lous business practices in its re¬ 
cent regimes. Imagining some 
suits lurching over the bed of a 
PWA conjures up some of the 
Mouse Factory’s worst villains. 

This hurts. This hurts to the 
core, right down to my Mary Pop- 
pins picture puzzle and my Hercules 
commemorative dinner plates. 

But how does the biggest closet¬ 
ed lesbian on the planet, Rosie O’¬ 
Donnell, talk show host and voice 
of Tarzan’s gorilla pal Terk, feel 
about it?

rugby player in The Sum of Us, feel? 

How does Russell Crowe feel? 
He played gay in the film version 
of The Sum of Us, and a hockey 
player in the chipper Disney 
sports comedy Mystery, Alaska. 

How does Elton John feel? The 
gay icon raises millions each 
Oscar night for AIDS, and cud¬ 
dled up to Ryan White, but no 
doubt distances himself from such 
AIDS-phobic office monstrosities 
committed by Disney execs 
who’ve paid him handsomely for 
The Lion King and Aida. 

How does gay writer Michael 
Lassell feel? The award-winning 
poet, who also wrote the book 
about the Disney production, 
Aida, has often written about 
crimes against PWAs. 

How do the writers of Mulan, 
Disney’s Asian cross-dressing epic, 
feel? 

How do all those gay employees 
feel, who can march as a unit in gay 
pride parades with mouse hats on, 
but not mention who they work for? 

How do all those gay people 
who collect Disney toys feel about 
their collectibles now?

Every day, after working hard at 
my new job, I like to play the com¬ 
puter game version of Tarzan. Dis¬ 
ney doesn’t make it in a Mac ver¬ 
sion, so I was happy to get a PC, 
and download the demo version 
from the Disney Web site. I usual¬ 
ly don’t play video games, but 
something about a hunky guy in a 
loincloth swooshing around on 
vines ... interests me. Funny that. 

I don’t know if it’ll be so fun 
anymore. Nor may another view¬ 
ing of Mary Poppins, Fantasia, Son 
of Flubber, Witch Mountain, Bed- 
knobs and Broomsticks, The 
next page ► 
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CCP did recently convene an invi¬ 
tational meeting, however, for the 
21 organizations who had re¬ 
sponded favorably to questions 
about the need for office space at 
the center, as part of a survey of 
community interest sent out from 
the CCP last year. Van Gorder 
stated that the board is “not fo¬ 
cused on those groups” in partic¬ 
ular as likely tenants. 

The CCP’s board of directors 
plans to form a committee that 
will make recommendations to 
the full body on their favored ap¬ 
plicants for a lease, which may in¬ 
clude arts, cultural, political, so¬ 
cial, recreational, or any other 
kind of group serving LGBT com¬ 
munities in San Francisco. 

With the city and county of San 
Francisco contributing $6 million, 
and the state of California kicking 
in $1 million more, about $11.2 of 
the $11.9 million budgeted already 
has been raised for construction of 
“The Center” - the working title 
being used by the planners of the 
as-yet-unnamed structure. About 
$2 million more will need to be 
raised from private sources for fur¬ 
nishings and fixtures; no budget 


has yet been published for annual 
operating expenses. 

Van Gorder emphasized that 
the CCP is hoping that applicants 
for the office spaces represent the 
full diversity of San Francisco. 
Center organizers, want a mix of 
start-up and more established or¬ 
ganizations, he said, adding that in 
selecting tenants, the CCP will 
consider the applicant organiza¬ 
tion’s mission and representation 
of the community in terms of age, 
race, gender, socioeconomic sta¬ 
tus, recovery, spirituality, and 
other human services. 

As competition is expected to 
be fierce, some groups might even 
be encouraged to share the spaces. 

In addition to the offices up for 
lease, the finished project will have 
15 variously sized rooms available 
for LGBT community meetings of 
all kinds; the CCP also plans to 
discuss policies on use of these 
rooms at the May 2 meeting. 

The deadline for submitting ap¬ 
plications to be a lease-holder for 
one of the 11 new offices is June 15; 
the CCP plans to designate the 
winning tenants by early July. ▼

ble, which is to be or become im¬ 
poverished. 

Ironically, it is the individual 
with HIV who meets the disability 
and poverty guidelines for Medi- 
Cal who has a far greater choice of 
medical care options and greater 
access to drugs and specialists than 
the individual with a private- or 
Medicare-funded insurance plan. 

Keasler jokingly described the 
HMO clients who are not able to 
meet MediCal’s qualifications as 
“middle-class poor people.” Those 
individuals who have assets 
greater than $2,000 (excluding a 
home or car), do not qualify for 
MediCal insurance. Even for those 
with no worldly possessions, the 
state will impose a “share-of-cost,” 
deducting any monthly income 
above $660. This does not make 
MediCal an option for many. 

Secure Horizons was one of 
the HMOs in Southern California 
to cap its brand name pharma¬ 
ceuticals this year. That leaves only 
Kaiser and Blue Shield as HMOs 
offering adequate pharmaceutical 
coverage. “I am helping clients to 
re-enroll with Blue Shield,” ex¬ 
plained Keasler. ▼

documenting public life. If anything, demargin¬ 
alization has actually encouraged a proliferation 
of images and uses for queer posters. 

Sheets in the Wind: The Poster in the San Fran¬ 
cisco GLBT Community explores the significance 
of posters and flyers for queer community pur¬ 
poses. Sheets in the Windhas been installed at the 
James C. Hormel Center at the Public Library’s 
Main Branch. Curated by Adrienne Fuzee, the 
new Exhibition Coordinator of the GLBT His¬ 
torical Society of Northern California/Center for 
the History of Sexual Diversity, Sheets in the 
Wind features posters, handbills, and postcard- 
size flyers from the mid-1960s up through the 
last few years.

Fabulous invalid 


'The Cripple of Inishmaan'

H ave the worlds that play¬ 
wright Martin McDonagh 
creates ever existed? Does it 
matter? 

This young firebrand writes 
confidently and evocatively about 
Ireland although he was born and 
reared in London, and knows the 
motherland mainly from summer 
vacations. AS is usually the case, 
imagination can be more valuable 
to artists than facts. 

“I’m a storyteller,” McDonagh 
told Time magazine in 1998. “I be¬ 
lieve in making things up.” 

Most audiences’ first encounter 
with McDonagh has been with the 
lean-and-mean Beauty Queen of 
Lenanne, but it is The Cripple of 
Inishmaan that displays this 
cheeky storyteller at full tilt. The- 
atreWorks in Mountain View is 
offering the area debut of this de¬ 
liciously dark comedy in a bang- 
up production that won’t easily 
slip from memory. 

McDonagh conjures up a tiny 
island village in 1936 where the 
stir-crazy residents get by on gos¬ 
sip, orneriness, and the comforting 
straightjackets of their roles on In¬ 
ishmaan. Their routine is joyously 
upset when a documentary film¬ 
maker from America arrives on a 
neighboring island, and boatloads 
of villagers trek over, hoping that 
somehow they’ll end up in Holly¬ 
wood. One actually does, though 
he is considered by one and all the 


least likely to succeed. 

Cripple Billy is the one that 
Hollywood wants, to the horror of 
the villagers, who are both jealous 
and unnerved. Everyone — even a 
17-year-old with a deformed arm 
and leg — has a role in this society 
where pity and ridicule offer a 
form of entertainment. 

“Poor Billy’ll never get kissed, 
unless it was by a blind girl,” says 
one of his adoptive aunties. “A 
blind girl or a backward girl,” 
chimes in the other auntie. And 
these are the nicer folks. 

Even Billy, who complacently 
accepts most of the abuse, has a 
tongue on him. When he asks the 
town’s professional gossip, a 
blowhard named Johnnypateen- 
mike, to stop calling him Cripple 
Billy, he says, “Well, do I go calling 
you ‘Johnnypateenmike with news 
that’s so boring that it’d bore the 
head off a dead bee?”’ 

McDonagh paints his people 
with a telling detail that extends to 
their names and even to the candy 
bars they relish. The plot is filled 
with little suspense-builders and 
twists, sometimes falling in the 
patterns of a vaudeville routine. 

Director Robert Kelley’s pro¬ 
duction captures the special flavor 
of the piece, finding both big 
laughs as well as few tears. The 
cast is clearly at home with these 
characters that skirt outrageous¬ 
ness without ever quite crossing 
the line. 

This terrific lot is made up of 
Travis Engle as Cripple Billy,

Atmospheric sets by Eric E. 
Sinkkonen, costumes by Ardith 


Ann Gray, and lighting by Pamila 
Gray add to the luster of this high- 
class production. The Cripple of 
Inishmaan is something of a shag- 
gy-dog story that has been won¬ 
derfully groomed. ▼

Sensual steps 

Dancer John Carroll of 4 Fosse'

Orpheum is a replica of the 
Broadway edition, now in its 16th 
month at New York’s Broadhurst 
Theatre. 

The show, of course, is a trib¬ 
ute to the choreographic skills of 
the late Bob Fosse, whose idiosyn¬ 
cratic dance steps were seen in the 
original productions of The Paja¬ 
ma Game, Damn Yankees, How to 
Succeed in Business, Sweet Charity, 
Pippin, Chicago, and Dancin’, and 
on the big screen in Cabaret and 
All That Jazz. 

Carroll was still at the Juilliard 
School when he and his mother 
went to see an early preview of 
Fosse. They went back three more 
times. “I would sit in the audience 
and just weep,” Carroll said, “be¬ 
cause I was a senior and still didn’t 
know what direction I wanted to 
go in. But when the lights came up 
and the show started, I knew this 
was exactly what I wanted to do.” 

Within weeks of graduating 
last year with a dance degree, he 
was auditioning for the touring 
production then being assembled. 
By August, he was in Chicago re¬ 
hearsing with co-choreographer 
(and Fosse protege and compan¬ 
ion) Anne Reinking and artistic 
advisor (and Fosse’s former wife 
and star) Gwen Verdon. 

“I remember watching Anne 
Reinking in Annie as a kid and 
seeing tapes of Gwen Verdon 
dancing, so to be working face to 
face with these people I idolized 
after graduating from my dream 
school, I was beside myself,” Car- 
roll said. “I didn’t have a lot of 
friends growing up, because no¬ 
body wants to be friends with a 
person everybody makes fun of, 
but it gave me a lot of time to de¬ 
velop a spiritual side and a faith 
that something was going to hap¬ 
pen. To be living that dream now 
is mind-boggling.” 

It’s a workout 

But with all dreams realized, 
there comes a crush of reality. 
“This is a hard show,” Carroll said. 
“It’s two hours and 20 minutes of 
total aerobic work eight times a 
week. And you have to do that 
while you’re living out of your 
suitcase. Because we travel togeth¬ 
er and work together, it’s impor¬ 
tant for me to meet people and 
cultivate an outside life.” 


Cast members have been 
known to hit the town after a per¬ 
formance, which can take a toll on 
their efforts the next day. “We are 
human, and we do want to go out 
and experience what is around 
us,” Carroll said. “The thing is, 
when you have a great cast like I 
think we have, our off nights are 
still going to be amazing.” 

While several performers re¬ 
ceive featured billing, Fosse is very 
much an ensemble show, with the 
work spread out among the 21 
dancers on stage. Carroll notably 
gets to strut his stuff in the “Rich 
Man’s Frug” number from Sweet 
Charity and “Take Off with Us” 
from All That Jazz. 

The latter number is a series of 
pas de deux featuring two couples: 
male-female and male-male. Car- 
roll is in the homosexual pairing, 
and one of his favorite moments 
in the show is the audible audi¬ 
ence reaction at their entrance. 

“We’re basically wearing noth¬ 
ing and doing these suggestive 
movements, and in certain cities 
you’ll hear a gasping when we 
walk out,” he said. “It’s sort of in 
your face. I love it.” 

In the second half of the 20th 
century, Broadway produced sev¬ 
eral legendary choreographers, in¬ 
cluding Jerome Robbins, Gower 
Champion, and Michael Bennett. 
But none produced steps as dis¬ 
tinctive as Fosse. 

“He took all of his imperfec¬ 
tions,” Carroll said, “as far as being 
short, bow-legged, and balding at 
an early age, and rather than try to 
fit the norm of what everyone else 
in the dance world says you 
should do, he changed it around 
and made it work for him.” 

As a dancer recreating those 
steps, Carroll said he feels like an 
actor who has been given a meaty 
role. “It’s something I can sink my 
teeth into, there are so many levels 
to it. It’s so fulfilling artistically to 
do his isolations and movements. 

“You feel sensual,” said the for¬ 
mer outcast of Bellmore, Long Is¬ 
land. “You feel beautiful.” ▼

T here will be no stage name 
for John Carroll. “I want all 
those people I grew up with 
to know it’s me,” said the dancer 
from the touring production of 
Fosse. 

Only 23 and in his first job as a 
professional performer, he isn’t 
that many years away from those 
schooldays on Long Island when 
he was taunted, attacked, and even 
spat upon for being that pariah of 
adolescence: a boy who dances. 

“I never tried to hide,” said 
Carroll, who came out when he 
was 14. “If I wanted to wear some¬ 
thing a little more flamboyant, or 
if the way I acted had a take-it-or- 
leave-it attitude, it wasn’t the way 
to fly by unnoticed. My school life 
was definitely miserable, but in 
hindsight I’m glad I was the way I 
was.” 

Carroll is still out there. While 
he figures the majority of the male 
dancers in Fosse are gay — “We’re 
a pretty outrageous company,” he 
says — not all want to go on 
record about it. “But I’m very out, 
and very vocal about my views, 
political and what not, and I men¬ 
tioned [to the company’s press 
agents] that I was into talking to a 
gay newspaper.” 

Carroll was speaking from 
Minneapolis, a stop on the Fosse 
tour that has since brought the 
show to San Francisco for a five- 
week run. The production at the

SF Opera Center showcases Britten's comedy

B efore it was common 
knowledge that England’s 
greatest composer, Ben¬ 
jamin Britten, was queer, opera 
lovers wondered at certain themes 
in his operas. The idee fixe of a 
loner pitted against established 
society — which repeats itself in 
all his work, most obviously in his 
finest opera, Peter Grimes — 
could be explained as a modernist 
trope. 

But why are there no powerful 
female characters in Britten’s op¬ 
eras — except in Gloriana, which 
almost nobody likes — and why 
so little heterosexual romance, the 
bedrock of opera for 400 years? 
When Britten does face a graphic 
situation — as in The Rape ofLu- 
cretia — the antagonists could be 
playing Trivial Pursuit, for all the 
sexual tension the actual rape 
music reveals. 

And why do Britten’s male 
protagonists seem more than a 
little “off?” Think of Grimes; 
Claggart and Captain Vere (both 
in love with the saintly Billy 
Budd, yet managing between 
them to kill him); Peter Quint 
(pure evil in The Turn of the 
Screw, unless he is a figment of 
the Governess’ imagination; in 
which case, she’s nuttier than he 
is); the countertenor Oberon, 
with his obsessive penchant for 
the little Indian boy; the irresolute 
Owen Wingrove, whose harridan

“girlfriend” drives him to death. 

And finally, Albert Herring, a 
muscular 22-year-old lad who is 
treated like a baby by his Mum 
and who, universally acclaimed as 
a virgin (nudge, nudge), is elect¬ 
ed the town’s May King. Poor Al¬ 
bert, how he chafes under the lash 
of his mother’s tongue, and the 
joshing he gets from Sid (signifi¬ 
cantly, a deep-voiced baritone; Al¬ 
bert is a high, whitish tenor) and 
Sid’s girl Nancy (the only wholly 
sympathetic, decent female in 
Britten’s oeuvre; Ellen Orford is 
gentle but a coward.) 

Albert Herring, premiered at 
Blyndebourne in 1947, is over 50 
years old, which explains some of 
its old-fashioned ideas, the com¬ 
poser’s reluctance to let Albert 


break completely out of his co¬ 
coon, and director Lotfi Man- 
souri’s fondness for the work; it’s 
like a movie starring James Stew¬ 
art as an overgrown virgin (Har¬ 
vey, for instance). Ben Britten’s 
sexual orientation may have 
urged him to write yet another 
piece for his lover and muse, Peter 
Pears; and his tortured relation¬ 
ship with his own Mum, dead ten 
years but not forgotten when Al¬ 
bert Herring was written, certain¬ 
ly surfaces in the work. There is a 
stern moment in the last scene 
when Albert says, “That’ll do, 
Mum!” that we may take as the 
composer’s emancipation procla¬ 
mation. (If we tend to think of 
Britten as cowardly for not com¬ 
ing out, remember that the 
British sodomy laws would have 
put Pee-wee Herman behind bars 
for decades.) 

Closet opera 

In any case, was Britten’s 
queerness (or closeted condition) 
really responsible for his unwill¬ 
ingness or inability to treat het¬ 
erosexual relationships in opera 
with music that made them come 
alive erotically? (Remember, it 
was impossible for him to treat 
homosexual relationships at all.) 
It is fashionable, now that all is 
known publicly, to suggest this 
might be the case. Yet 
Tchaikovsky, who was also gay, 
wrote highly charged love music 
in his operas and in a tone poem 
which is not called Romeo and 


Romeo. 

Frankly, I believe that Britten 
was just like any other artist — a 
little strange and neurotic, preoc¬ 
cupied with his own agendas and 
quirks, which found their way 
into his music, willy-nilly, though 
with less emphasis on the willy 
than one might prefer. That does¬ 
n’t mean, however, that Billy Budd 
or Death in Venice should be read 
as anything other than 
gay-themed operas; they speak 
more powerfully of the subcon¬ 
scious because of their surface 
reticence. When we get to Albert 
Herring, however, Britten’s only 
comedy — unless you count A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream, which 
is almost as unfunny as that other 
lengthy operatic “comedy,” Die 
Meistersinger von Nurnberg — the 
lack of any clues as to what is hap¬ 
pening at the end opens the piece 
to interpretation. If you add a gay 
subtext, Albert Herring is a much 
more enjoyable prospect. 

Eric Crozier based his libretto 
on a story by Guy du Maupassant 
in which a small-town dictator, 
called Lady Billows in the opera, 
proposes to give a sum of money 
to a virtuous girl to be named 
May Queen. When all the local 
maidens flunk the purity test, 
Lady Billows and her gang of 
town worthies settle on a May 
King, Albert Herring, 
goody-goody son of the local 
greengrocer. Albert hates his life 
and hates the idea of dressing up 
in a white suit — not specified in

the libretto to be too small, but 
usually made that way by a witty 
costume designer, the idea being 
that Albert is bursting out of his 
clothes as well as out of his stulti¬ 
fying life — and giving a speech. 
Mrs. Herring insists he accept the 
honor because the prize is £25. 

Spiked ade 

Sid and Nancy (does anyone 
else automatically think “Sex Pis¬ 
tols?”), who sing conventionally 
sweet, operatic love music, prov¬ 
ing that Britten could write such 
when it suited his purpose, spike 
Albert’s lemonade, and the tipsy 
lad escapes Mum’s vigilance and 
goes out for a night on the town. 
As he later explains, he gets 
drunk, gets tossed out of two 
pubs and ends up in the gutter 
after a fight. Well, I’ve always 
thought this explanation was 
weak and probably the result of 
the kind of self-censorship that 
operated in 1947. When Albert 
whines, “It wasn’t much fun,” you 
next page ►

Sex Pistols forever 

'The Filth and the Fur/ opens in SF

$ he 25-year hissy fit between 
Malcolm McLaren and the 
if Sex Pistols continues to rage 
in Julian Temple’s engaging docu¬ 
mentary about everybody’s fa¬ 
vorite spitting, puking punk band. 
The Filth and the Fury, opening 
Friday at the Lumiere, describes 
one of the strangest Svengali-Tril- 
by relationships in a music riddled 
with self-styled gurus and self-de¬ 
structive brats. But unlike previ¬ 
ous chronicles of the group — the 
lurid feature Sid and Nancy and 
Temple’s own The Great Rock and 
Roll Swindle (1980) — this one 
lets the major players, at least 
those who are still around, speak 
for themselves. 

Temple uses some clever 
comic conceits in framing this 
ride through a heady time in rock 
history. Malcolm “Svengali” 
McLaren, who was ultimately just 
another fashion queen, is seen 
suitably squeezed into a head-to- 
toe rubber body suit, mumbling 
his comments through a tiny hole 
for his mouth. The Pistols aren’t 
wearing rubber, or leather, or 
even their trademark slashed 
shirts — at least it appears they 
aren’t. In their contemporary in¬ 
terviews, .they talk directly to the 
camera, but inexplicably, they’re 
swathed in shadows, articulate 
but silhouetted. This might ap¬ 
pear vanity on their part, but was 
in fact another of Temple’s con¬ 
ceits. “We didn’t want the audi¬ 
ence to be taken away from the 
extraordinary energy and purity 
the Pistols had” — and “youth,” 
he might have added, since show¬ 
ing them might upset young au¬ 
diences by showing that time 
spares no one. He wisely wanted 
to avoid making a “ghastly rock- 
u-mentary with old rock stars in 
make-up and armchairs.” 

This meant relying heavily on 
period imagery, and Temple got 
access to a previously forgotten 
cache of over 20 hours of original 
footage — concerts, interviews, 
rehearsals, TV appearances — of 
the Pistols in their prime. That 
material, plus the interviews, puts 
a welcome end to the notion, pro¬ 
mulgated by McLaren, that the 
Pistols were a sort of punk version 
of the Monkees, fabricated to cap¬ 
ture the Zeitgeist of the period, 
along with as much money as pos¬ 
sible for the promoter. McLaren’s 
ego, even when he’s encased in 
latex, apparently won’t allow him 
to drop the pose that the boys 


were automatons, and he their 
brilliant mad scientist. He still 
calls them “my little lads” and says, 
in an apotheosis of hip crassness, 
“I wanted them to compete with 
the Bay City Rollers.” 

Anarchy in the UK 

The film shows unequivocally 
that the “lads” emerged organical¬ 
ly from the class and race cruelties 
of Thatcher’s England. Using a 
collage style, The Filth and the 
Fury not only captures the period, 
but makes clear the connections 
between the boys’ violent work¬ 
ing-class music and the skyscraper 
tenements and garbage-clogged 
streets in which they grew up. 
Most articulate, not unexpectedly, 
is Johnny Lydon aka Rotten, the 
lyricist of the group. He’s poetic 
even in his excess: “It’s hell, it’s 
hard, it’s horrible,” he says at the 
opening, nicely echoing not only 
the band’s experience, but the re¬ 
action of a puzzled mainstream to 
a new style of music. In his own 
words, he went from a “quiet 
church mouse” in his young teens 
to someone who “managed to of¬ 
fend everyone.” 

Some of the strongest parts of 
the film are the concert scenes, 
which show the group mostly at 
its raucous, uninhibited best. 
There were low moments, to be 
sure, and they’re also here. The 
Pistols’ tour of America was an 
unmitigated disaster. Booked by 
an uncomprehending record 
company into the Longhorn Sa¬ 
loon and accompanied by body¬ 
guards, the boys were reviled and 
assaulted by a crowd that must 
have preferred a safer brand of 
punk. More typical are the club 
concerts in England, littered with

can’t help thinking he hasn’t been 
liberated from anything. What is 
the point of declaring yourself 
emancipated if you can’t enjoy it? 

So, despite the British pen¬ 
chant for thinking drunkenness is 
a hoot, I’ve always suspected that 
Albert is not telling us everything. 
Some writers have fantasized that 
during his pub crawl, Albert may 
have met an accommodating lady 
of the night and lost that burden¬ 
some virginity; after all, he has 
Lady Billows’ £25 on him. On the 
other hand, there is no textual or 
musical evidence for an en-' 
counter with a prostitute or any 


generic and the future famous like 
Siouxsie Sioux and Billy Idol, and 
their number-one fan who had a 
brief run as a Pistol, Sid Vicious. 
The influence of these small 
events by a group that only exist¬ 
ed for a bit over two years was sig¬ 
nificant. “Seeing us playing only 
three chords,” Lydon says, let the 
scenesters know they could all do 
it, and they did. 

Unlike Vicious, Lydon and his 
collaborators — Steve Jones, Paul 
Cook, and Glen Matlock — were 
serious about and dedicated to 
their music. “The work at the end 
of the day is what’s worth it,” he 
says. The fact that they were able 
to wrest away the complete rights 
to their musical catalog, from 
McLaren and other competing 
forces, shayvs that they indeed 
created their own sound. And 
their album Never Mind the Bol¬ 
locks — Here’s the Sex Pistols re¬ 
mains as fresh and hard as when it 
first came out in 1977. 

As serious as the film is in try¬ 
ing to correct a labyrinthine his¬ 
tory, there’s also plenty of humor. 
Temple injects his own wit in 
scenes from a particularly over¬ 
cooked 1950s film of Richard III, 
contrasting the fussiness of the 
noble Shakespearean world (as we 
imagine it) with the screaming fits 
of the Pistols strumming and spit¬ 
ting their way to fame. And The 
Filth and the Fury is also, of all 
things, an anti-drug film. A few 
minutes of a rare 1978 interview 
with Sid Vicious, a hunky boy de¬ 
ranged by smack, could make any 
junkie think twice.

Talking 1 Funny Ladies' with author Stephen M. Silverman

The strikingly red-headed Sil¬ 
verman, who’s editor of the People 
Magazine Online Daily, an adjunct 
professor at Columbia University, 
and author of books on Stanley 
Donen, David Lean, and the ec¬ 
centric wills of the deceased, 
agreed to call B.A.R. up the other 
day and let loose on his latest 
work. 

“Abrams, my publisher, and I 
had been kicking around doing 
another book together. We kicked 
around several ideas. I even flew 
out to California on their nickel 
two times to look into subjects 
that just didn’t grab me. Then my 
editor said, ‘Listen! You know 
you’re always talking about how 
you love Lucy. Is there anything 
there?’ Well, I thought, God knows 
how many books are out there on 
Lucille Ball. I don’t need to add to 
that list. I’m even quoted in some 
of them. Then I thought, what 
about the funny ladies, and that’s 
what did it.” 

Lucky us! Because on top of 
brief bios on these gals, Silverman 
has included, at times, samples of 
their humor. For instance, there’s 
Bette Midler doing her Sophie 
Tucker imitation. “The best of Mi¬ 
dler’s ‘Soph’ jokes involved So¬ 
phie’s boyfriend Ernie telling her 
in bed one night, ‘Soph, you got 
no tits and a tight box.’

Then there’s Joan Rivers’ barbs 
directed at Elizabeth Taylor dur¬ 
ing her fat phase: “She puts may¬ 
onnaise on her aspirin.”

phone book.”

“It is a new phe¬ 
nomenon,” Silverman agrees. “You 
know, in the old days there might 
have been gay clubs where women 
performed who were openly les¬ 
bian, but their acts would never 
have gone mainstream. So that’s 
the difference.” 

And what about the closeted 
lesbians performing today, as well 
as in the past? Does it give their 
humor an added edge? “It adds to 
their experience, which therefore 
adds to their humor. We can’t sep¬ 
arate one from the other.” 

Well, Mr. Silverman, you’re not 


laughing today, but one can imag¬ 
ine you tittered throughout the 
writing of this tome. Were you dou¬ 
bling up at your word processor? 

“No, honestly, because I was so 
concerned with making sure I was¬ 
n’t stepping on any punch lines. I 
shouldn’t say that. When I wrote 
the Tallulah Bankhead passage, I 
didn’t laugh myself, but I could 
hear other people laughing when 
they would read it. I was projecting 
that. I could tell it was funny.”

'The Apartment' at the Castro Theatre

B illy Wilder’s The Apartment 
(1960) surprised many with 
its cynicism and mordant 
wit, although why it should have 
done so is difficult to fathom. It’s 
firmly in the tradition of his other 
dark glances at life: Double Indem¬ 
nity (1944), The Lost Weekend 
(1945), A Foreign Affair (1948), 
Sunset Boulevard (1950), The Big 
Carnival (1951), and Stalag 17 
(1953). Perhaps it was because the 
movie wittily portrayed 
middle-aged, suburban married 
men, company men, the erstwhile 
pillars of society, as philandering 
and morally bankrupt. Perhaps, 
also, because it was such a contrast 
to his two previous pictures, the 
brilliant murder mystery based on 
Agatha Christie’s Witness for the 
Prosecution (1957), and the farci¬ 
cal, genderbending comedy, Some 
Like It Hot (1959). It plays the 


Castro on Friday as part of Marc 
Huestis’ A Tribute to Billy Wilder. 

The plot revolves around C.C. 
Baxter (Jack Lemmon), who is an 
accountant for a large Manhattan 
insurance company. He lives in a 
small brownstone apartment just 
off Central Park West and allows 
office executives to use it for their 
sexual encounters. They, in turn, 
promise to put in a good word for 
him with the Director of Person¬ 
nel, J.D. Sheldrake (Fred MacMur- 
ray). They do, and Sheldrake, no 
fool, quickly finds out what’s 
going on. He agrees to the promo¬ 
tions in return for the key to Bax¬ 
ter’s apartment. 

Baxter is attracted to Fran Ku- 
bilik (Shirley MacLaine), who 
works for the company as an ele¬ 
vator operator. She is polite but 
distant. To his dismay, he learns 
that she is having an affair with 
the married Sheldrake. (The scene 
showing how he finds out is a high 
point of the film.) At the office 
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Christmas Eve party, Sheldrake’s 
tipsy secretary, Miss Olson (Edie 
Adams), tells Fran about his long 
list of office romances, including 
herself. Later that evening, Fran 
and Sheldrake are in Baxter’s 
apartment. He has to leave to 
catch his suburban commuter 
train and gives her a Christmas 
present, $100, telling her to buy 
herself something nice. After he 
departs, the utterly disillusioned 
Fran attempts suicide by overdos¬ 
ing on some sleeping pills in Bax¬ 
ter’s medicine cabinet. He finds 
her, and with the help of his kind¬ 
ly next-door neighbor, a doctor 
(Jack Kruschen), succeeds in re¬ 
viving her. 

Lift girl 

Forty years after the movie’s re¬ 
lease, what’s likely to surprise 
viewers is not the cynicism, but 
that someone with Fran’s brains 
should be working as an elevator 
operator (a nearly extinct profes¬ 
sion) rather than in one of the 
large corner offices. But few 
women had really made it in cor¬ 
porate America in 1960, Joan 
Crawford’s film roles and real-life 
business responsibilities notwith¬ 
standing. The film accurately por¬ 
trays that world as a bastion of 
straight white male privilege and 
power. 

As he had in Double Indemnity, 
Wilder cast MacMurray in an un¬ 
sympathetic part. In that film noir 
classic, he is the willing victim of 
greedy, amoral temptress Barbara 
Stanwyck. Here he is the cynical 
exploiter of a willing but naive 
young woman, a textbook exam¬ 
ple of a sexual harrasser. Natural¬ 
ly, he is polished and polite. But 
his surface manners belie a ruth¬ 
less user only interested in his own 
pleasure. 

Already a star for 25 years, 
MacMurray was best known for 
light comedies (in some ways, he 
was the Jack Lemmon of the ’30s 
and ’40s) and would enjoy enor¬ 
mous popularity on television as 
the amiable father in the 
long-running sitcom My Three 
Sons. By using such a seemingly 
bland actor, a middle-aged Every¬ 
man, in a pivotal part, Wilder 
forced contemporary audiences to 
examine their assumptions about 
“good” men, “nice” men, “family” 
men. MacMurray was an inspired 
choice, and his performance in¬ 
creases the film’s complexity, giv¬ 
ing it a darker meaning than it 
would otherwise have had. 

As Baxter, Lemmon begins the 
film as a perfect younger version 
of Sheldrake. His willingness to 
prostitute his apartment in ex¬ 
change for advancement marks 
him as one likely to climb the cor-

What happened was that we

porate ladder, probably several 
rungs higher than his innate abil¬ 
ities would have taken him. For 
much of the movie, it’s not the 
uses his apartment is put to, but 
the inconvenience that results, 
that make him wonder if it’s 
worth it. His neatly handled re¬ 
demption comes in the form of 
love. But the viewer wonders if, in 
a few years, presented with anoth¬ 
er “easy” way to get ahead, he 
wouldn’t revert to his old habits. 
Coming right after his memorable 
“Daphne” in Some Like It Hot, 
Lemmon’s characterization sent 
critics searching for new superla¬ 
tives. 

MacLaine’s Fran is one of her 
best victims, because she seems so 
helpless in the face of Sheldrake’s 
blandishments and promises, so 
warily amused, then touched, and 
finally won over by Baxter’s con¬ 
cern for her. Both men make her 
feel wanted, but only Baxter really 
cares about her. It takes her a 
while to catch on, but the process 
is natural, as is every note of her 
performance. She changes from 
doormat to survivor and has the 
audience rooting for her every 
step of the way. 

The supporting cast matches 
the three leads, especially the oily 
Ray Walston as an executive who 
calls Baxter “Buddy Boy” and 
needs the apartment too often, 
and Kruschen, who thinks that 


Baxter is sleeping with all the 
women showing up next door and 
consuming copious amounts of 
alcohol. In a long-running joke, he 
asks him to leave his body to the 
Columbia School of Medicine. 
Edie Adams makes the most of 
her few scenes as Sheldrake’s dis¬ 
carded mistress. Joan Shawlee and 
Joyce Jameson have fine bits as 
two of the women taken to the 
apartment by its regular users. 
The latter is funny as a third-rate 
Marilyn Monroe. (Was Wilder 
taking a swipe at his difficult Some 
Like It Hot leading lady?) 

The film earned Academy 
Awards for Best Picture, Best Di¬ 
rector, Best Original Screenplay 
(Wilder and regular collaborator 
I.A.L. Diamond), Best Art Direc¬ 
tion, and Best Editing. Lemmon, 
nominated for Best Actor, lost to 
Burt Lancaster’s exuberant Elmer 
Gantry. MacLaine, up for Best Ac¬ 
tress, was edged out by Elizabeth 
Taylor’s hooker with a heart of 
gold and quirky standards in But¬ 
terfield 8. Peter Ustinov’s slimy 
slave trader in Spartacus earned 
him the Best Supporting Actor 
Oscar over Kruschen’s warm and 
funny mensch. Incredibly, Mac¬ 
Murray was not nominated. The 
movie did big business at the box 
office, and Ferrante and Tiescher’s 
rendition of its theme song, by 
Adolph Deutsch, flooded the air¬ 
waves for years. ▼ 


studio. I hung up the phone and 
thought, “I guess I’m in my first 
movie.” 

In your autobiography, Sing a 
Pretty Song , you talk about how 
you clashed with Wilder regarding 
your role as Miss Olson, Fred 
MacMurray's current secretary 
and former lover. Wilder thought 
she should be a complete bitch. 

See, I was straight from the 
Actor’s Studio. I was taught that if 
a character is a bitch, you don’t 
play her as just that. It would be a 
flat performance. The thing about 
Billy is that he wrote great charac¬ 
ters — Miss Olson is wonderfully 
written — but he didn’t always 
know how to bring them out in 
his actors. I knew that he would 


like what I was doing better than 
what he asked for. And he did. 

After The Apartment , you made 
Lover Come Back, in which you 
co-starred with your good friend 
Rock Hudson. 

He was wonderful to work 
with because he was so giving as 
an actor. He wasn’t like most ac¬ 
tors who are looking in the mirror 
all the time. We got along so well 
that after Ernie died, the studio 
would send out pictures of us and 
say we were dating. Of course, we 
weren’t, but I did adore him. He 
was just the sweetest man ever. 

There were a number of gay men 
who were important to you in your

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It’s true. When the first com¬ 
mercial aired I was in New York, 
and I remember I was coming out 
of Sardi’s. Now, I had been com¬ 
ing out of Sardi’s for many years 
by that point, but this time I came 
out and these kids started scream¬ 
ing, “Edie! Edie!” They crowded 
around me saying, “Oh, you were 
great in that commercial.” I just 
thought it was the weirdest thing. 

You recorded a few pop albums 
during your career, but you've 
said you and pop music don't mix. 

That’s true when it comes to 


’50s pop music, the terminally 
perky stuff. That’s one thing I was 
hired to do that I really couldn’t 
do well. 

Marc Huestis is promising us that 
you'll sing at the Castro. 

At my age, that really depends 
on if I can find appropriate mate¬ 
rial. Sometimes I go down to the 
Roosevelt to see a show, and it 
bothers me to see these old broads 
— God, older than I, and very few 
people are older than I — singing, 
“Oh, my man I love him so.” And 
I’m thinking, “Oh, come on, 


honey!” Now, I can see singing 
“September Song” or some of the 
Mabel Mercer songs, or “I Blame 
It On My Youth” or that kind of 
thing. If I could get a couple of 
those songs together, I wouldn’t 
mind performing at the Castro. It 
would be fun. ▼

Is it true that you didn't know you 
were funny until you did The 
Ernie Kovacs Show? 

I had to be funny doing that 
show. Ernie would say, “I have to 
go change clothes. Kill five min¬ 
utes.” And I’d say, “What! Doing 
what? This is live!” And he’d say, 
“You’ll think of something.” So the 
first thing I started doing was 
telling Welsh jokes that weren’t 
funny, but because I told them 
with a Welsh accent, everybody 
would laugh. Then I started doing 
Zsa Zsa Gabor reading Shake¬ 
speare, “Out, out naughty spot.” 
Then I did Marilyn Monroe 
singing Schubert lieder. I could 
kill time with this stuff. 

Some comedians are threatened 
or put off by women who are 
funny. Jerry Lewis expressed just 
such an opinion recently. 

Is Jerry Lewis a comedian? I 
hadn’t realized. 

Maybe only to the French. My 
point is that Ernie Kovacs seemed 
to work best with women on his 
show. 

I know he relied on me as 
much as I did on him to get 
through a routine. He’d flare his 
upstage nostril to let me know not 
to brfeak into the bit, to just shut 
up and watch. But if he was look¬ 
ing at me from the corner of his 
eye, I knew that I had to jump in. 

You divided your time between TV 
and theater in the '50s. Did you 
have a favorite? 

Oh, theater was always my first 
love. I was very fortunate to start 
off with a part like Eileen in a 
show like Wonderful Town. I never 
got tired of doing that. 

But doing Li'l Abner was a differ¬ 
ent story. 

It’s just that Daisy Mae is on¬ 
stage for most of the show, and 
she doesn’t do anything. She’s not 
the perpetrator of any action, and 
she doesn’t say much except, “Ah

W hat has happened to all 
the dyke detectives? Can 
it be that lesbian readers 
have moved on from genre fic¬ 
tion? I knew that with Naiad 
down to four books a year, and 
Bella Books not yet operational, 
there was bound to be some drop 
off in lesbian mysteries, but I 
never dreamed that the appear¬ 
ance of a mystery for review 
would become an absolute rarity. 
Surely, we can find some middle 
ground, writers and publishers, 
between all mysteries all the time 
and none. Lucky for me that of 
the few mysteries that turned up, 
one is a stunner. 

Bleeding Out, an extraordinary 
first novel by Baxter Clare (Fire¬ 
brand, $13.95), introduces 
Lieutenant L.A. Franco 
to the reading popu¬ 
lace. Frank, way too 
butch ever to be 
called Frankie, runs 
the homicide unit 
out of South Cen¬ 
tral Los Angeles, 
and her life is de¬ 
voted to work, exercise, watching 
football, and drinking herself into 
an early grave. The alcohol does¬ 
n’t affect her job, but it does pro¬ 
vide the numbness she needs to 
get through her nightmares. 
When young women start turning 
up raped, battered, and murdered 
on her turf, Frank is obsessed with 
finding the killer, if only, to offer 


that small consolation to the de¬ 
stroyed families of the victims. 

Folded into the main nar¬ 
rative is the parallel 
story of the killer 
himself, complete 
with a childhood so 
horrific that it’s al¬ 
most possible to feel 
sympathy for 
him, even while 
wishing that he 
be gunned down 
like the mad dog he is. 

Clare creates an astonishing 
array of vivid and credible charac¬ 
ters, starting with her hero, a cop 
who will sacrifice anything, in¬ 
cluding her career, to get a killer 
off the streets. Frank’s own per¬ 
sonal losses have turned her into 
Robocop, only with fewer human 
emotions. She lets few people in, 


and then only if they manage to 
earn her trust. Watching her mind 
work, as she pores over evidence 
and witness statements to get into 
the mind of a killer, is a fascinat¬ 
ing experience. As we watch Frank 
interact with fellow detectives, 
however, it’s clear she’s headed for 
a meltdown, one that Clare creates 
with real tenderness and terror. 
Bleeding Out is a riveting novel, 
filled with twists, turns and sur¬ 
prises. I hope it turns out to be the 
first in a long series. 

We don’t give a most improved 
writer award in this column, but if 
we did, it would surely go to Car- 
lene Miller, whose first novel, 
Killing At The Cat, was so dread¬ 
ful that it took considerable in¬ 
testinal fortitude to pick up her 
second, Mayhem at the Marina 
(New Victoria, $11.95). Mayhem is 
no great shakes as a novel or a 
mystery, but it is so much less 
awful than the first that it deserves 
some small mention. Newspaper 
reporter Lexy Hyatt was supposed 
to take a romantic vacation with 
her new lover, but when Wren is 
called to the bedside of her ex, 
Lexy is left with time on her hands 
and more than a little resentment. 
Lucky for Lexy that her friend, 
Marilyn, has a boat that’s being 
worked on by a teenager in trou¬ 
ble. Surely, former teacher Lexy 


will be able to resolve the teen’s 
trauma, and when a mystery oc¬ 
curs, solve it in her inimitable 
(read mostly clueless) manner. On 
the way to an out-of-nowhere 
conclusion, Lexy is tempted, tor¬ 
mented and teased by the instan¬ 
taneously friendly denizens of the 
marina. Lexy learns the deepest 
secrets of all she meets within mo¬ 
ments of her first introduction. I 
am unable to discern anything 
about Lexy that would lead to 
spontaneous revelations; never¬ 
theless, they occur. Much of what 
was particularly annoying in the 
first novel is gone in the second. 
All Miller needs to do now is cre¬ 
ate credible characters in believ¬ 
able situations and tighten the di-

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How to survive a breakup

When It's Time to Leave Your 
Lover: A Guide for Gay Men by 
Neil Kaminsky, LCSW; Harring¬ 
ton Park Press; $24.95 soft, 
$39.95 hard. 

B acking out of a rocky gay re¬ 
lationship is like rappelling 
down a rocky cliff: you either 
make sure you’re safely belayed, or 
you end up a splattered mess. 

If love has turned to torment, 
and you’re at wit’s end, wondering, 
what direction to take; if you’re al¬ 
most convinced all men are pigs 
and relationship bliss seems a 
hopeless quest, you’re in luck, my 
friend. We gays may not have the 
legal right to marry, but we know 
all about divorce, and what we have 
experienced, as a community with 
a long history of intense self-scruti¬ 
ny but with too few resources to 
guide us, has been admirably de¬ 
scribed and analyzed in Neil 
Kaminsky’s When It’s Time to Leave 


Your Lover: A Guide for Gay Men. 
It’s filled with basic how-to, self- 
help advice for coping with 
breakups, spiced up with a pletho¬ 
ra of anecdotes from case studies 
involving Kaminsky’s clients (he’s 
a licensed clinical social worker; his 
clients’ names were changed to 
shield them from embarrassment). 

As a disgruntled lover, your 
first job, according to Kaminsky, is 
to recognize that, in fact, you need 
to break up. Coming to this real¬ 
ization will involve much indeci¬ 
sion and countless hard questions, 
best asked of yourself, not your 
partner. You may decide to stick it 
out, work through the knots, etc. 
Maybe you just need a breather. 
Maybe you were really meant to 
be just friends. But sometimes 
you’re going to have to say bye- 
bye, and then you would do well 
to consider all the consequences. 
You see, you ought not simply 
dump your lover if he’s been at all 
decent, because that could end up 
making you feel like a complete 
jerk, and your priority is to look 


out for yourself. Rather, you ought 
to depart from him ever so geritly, 
being firm and forthright, yet al¬ 
lowing your fleeing affection to 
caress his cheek farewell as you let 
him know in no uncertain terms 
that you’re setting off — alone — 
in search of freedom and happi¬ 
ness (or at least lack of misery). 

Retreat guide 

For backing out of a relation¬ 
ship once you’ve lost your way — 
or your partner has, or both of 
you have —- When It’s Time to 
Leave Your Lover is as good advice 
as you’ll get short of a therapist 
and some really perceptive and 
patient friends. It is a guide for re¬ 
treat, for admitting defeat and 
bowing out gracefully with as few 
bruises as possible. It offers scant 
advice on how to push forward 
through difficult terrain, over¬ 
coming painful obstacles in the 
quest for fulfillment (though this 
book ought to be required reading 
for anyone even considering en-

from the permanent archives of the 
GLBT Historical Society of North¬ 
ern California — the exhibit per¬ 
mits a sustained overview of the 
different forms and uses of posters 
and flyers.

Ideal deal 

Fuzee highlights many of these 
media’s distinctive qualities. The 
ease with which posters and flyers 
can be created and distributed 


tering into a “serious” relation¬ 
ship). Rather, it proffers what 
amount to first-aid tips: how to 
recognize symptoms of things 
being screwed up between you 
and your beau (be alert for red 
flags that signal misery and doom, 
such as lack of trust, “fantasy con¬ 
fusion about who your lover is,” 
substance abuse, and lack of emo¬ 
tional support). If you adhere to 
the book’s wisdom, face the hard 
facts early enough, and act. to 
cushion yourself against emotion¬ 
al upheaval, the wounds of a 
breakup won’t hurt so much. 

Just as a map is not the territo¬ 
ry, a guidebook is not the embod¬ 
iment of truth. While it can hint at 
ways of sorting out the complexi¬ 
ties of life, a book such as this can 
offer only the most general sug¬ 
gestions for finding your footing 
before you free-fall. It can’t tell you 
precisely where to step, and it cer¬ 
tainly can’t tell you how to see and 
appreciate the poetry of your situ¬ 
ation. Rather, it offers a fairly en- 


makes them an ideal genre for 
event-publicizing. They can be cre¬ 
ated and disseminated quickly, at a 
very low cost — a relatively demo¬ 
cratic graphic form. They can be 
installed anonymously, and read or 
collected with a fair degree of 
anonymity. They can and do shock, 
inspire and cajole passersby. Simul¬ 
taneously, posters and flyers have to 
make their impact felt quickly. 
Sheets in the Wind repeatedly 
demonstrates how this focus of in¬ 
tent forces an aesthetic directness. 

In her notes to the exhibit, Fuzee 
observes that on a sociological level, 
posters and broadsides became a 
means by which community inter¬ 
ests came to be identified. Over 
time, these interests have changed, 
and the particular forms of their 
expression have also developed. 
The exhibit demonstrates practical 
examples of the medium’s develop¬ 
ments over the past 25 years. 

The earliest posters in the exhi¬ 
bition were produced and distrib¬ 
uted in the mid-1960s. Published 
by homophile organizations the 



gaging yet ultimately clinical take 
on managing relationships, in the 
process mostly sanitizing them. 

The book’s most powerful ac¬ 
complishment is laying out a gen¬ 
eral system of rules for struggling 
partners, a ready reference to turn 
to for advice, all of which will 
probably fly out the window when 
it comes time to break up. But 
forewarned is forearmed: at least 
you’ll know which rules you’re 
mangling. T 


Daughters of Bilitis and the Soci¬ 
ety for Individual Rights, these 
posters deal with issues of citizen 
arrest and coming out.

The Woman Who Rode to the 
Moon by Bett Reece Johnson;

A ny mystery worth its salt 
must reach a point at which 
it is no longer possible to 
put the book down. Whether be¬ 
cause of suspense or terror, to 
find out who did it or why, to dis¬ 
cover if the good guy will survive 
the denouement, there must be a 
moment when how it ends mat¬ 
ters much more than sleep, or 
food, or that appointment that 
just moments before you thought 
you had to keep. The Woman Who 
Rode to the Moon is just such a 
novel. Weaving threads from sev¬ 
eral subplots into a vivid tapestry 
of loss and evil and the possibili¬ 
ty of redemption, Bett Reece 
Johnson creates a stunning novel 
filled with switchbacks, flash¬ 
backs, and more than a few back- 
stabs. Cordelia Morgan is a flawed 
hero, trying to do what she can in 
the world to make it work a little 
better, or at least to work in the 
ways she finds satisfactory. 

J. S. Symkin — Sym to her 
friends, if she only had any — has 
endured a life of loss after loss. 
After the last betrayal, she decides 
to disappear into the mountains 
of Colorado, to become Greta 
Garbo. In transforming herself 
into the famous recluse, she will 
find fulfillment in living alone. 
She’s been hurt too many times 
to seek human company. In her 
remote mountain cabin, she can 


ignore the rare human who wan¬ 
ders by, and devote herself to her 
solitude. She chooses El Gato, a 
place where neighborliness con¬ 
sists mainly of leaving your 
neighbors alone. 

Cordelia Morgan is in El Gato 
for another reason entirely. Her 
good friend Claire James is ago¬ 
nizing over her daughter’s sui¬ 
cide. Convinced there must be 
more to her death, she pleads 
with Cordelia to investigate. On 
the run from various undercover 
and underworld operatives, 
Cordelia sees the El Gato inquiry 
as the perfect way to combine 
hiding with helping out an old 
friend. When Sym and Cordelia 
happen to witness what looks like 
a horrible accident but may be a 
murder, they have no choice but 
to work together to find the 
guilty parties before they fall vic¬ 
tim themselves. 

Now here’s an important tip. 


The Woman Who Rode to the 
Moon is not a lesbian genre novel. 
The two sleuths do not end up in 
each other’s arms. I mention this 
because if you expect the book to 
be about lesbians, you’ll be disap¬ 
pointed, and that would be a real 


shame given the extraordinarily 
high quality of this novel. John¬ 
son creates vivid characters who 
inhabit a terrifying and utterly 
realistic world. The violence is 
brutal but never gratuitous. She 
ties together the seemingly unre¬ 


lated subplots with finesse and 
complete credibility. The Woman 
Who Rode to the Moon is well 
worth your time and treasure. 

Note: This is the second 
Cordelia Morgan mystery. I have

hat better way to demon¬ 
strate the emergence of 
social change than 
through the life transformations 
of an experienced, bright, creative, 
and utterly bored woman of 38 as 
she leaves behind the middle- 
class, soon-to-be middle-aged im¬ 
pediments of a dead-end life? 
Nina de Rochemont (her married 
name) dares to develop a crush on 
a magnificent hunk in an erotic 
video she comes upon more or 
less accidentally. 

As the story begins, Nina is ap¬ 
plying her writing skills to a job in 
advertising. This hustling field 
shows her how to be creative and 
ruthless — and, miraculously, 
brings her the magnificent hunk 
Graham Grant, who soon proves 
himself attractive in ways other 
than having the world’s greatest abs. 

Graham’s main source of in¬ 
come is “acting” in erotic videos, 
and he is completely open about 
them — and the things he is called 
upon to do in them. The world of 
advertising art and its corre¬ 
sponding one of sex films bring 
Nina an awareness of human po¬ 
tential previously unknown — 
and life-enhancing far more than 
her devoted wife-and-mother 
role. 

The lesson of Never Eat In 
brings the reader Nina’s key to 
life’s possibilities — it’s a simple 
matter of daring to do much that 
had formerly always seemed im¬ 
probable and probably forbidden. 

As her life becomes richer, 
Nina finds new possibilities in the

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fashion world, the advertising 
game, and the sub rosa manipula¬ 
tions of erotic movies in New 
York, Hollywood, Miami Beach, 
and France. At her heels — but 
more frequently all over her body 
— comes Graham, who develops 
a deeper fascination for her, just as 
she does for him. 

On the way, the various bodies 
and personalities of the people 
that Nina and Grant are playing 
with emerge in various roles, 
some pathetic, some ruthless, 
some far more clever than to be 
limited by the bourgeois bound¬ 
aries they are all too glad to leave 
behind. 

The book ends by bringing 
Nina yet another opportunity. Ed- 
wina, the boss lady on whom Nina 
has been modeling herself, con¬ 
fesses over the phone that she 
would love an affair with her. 
Nina, who is deeper than ever in 
love with Graham, feels a tug in a 
lesbian direction — and she does¬ 
n’t really resist. ▼

Behind 


the Veil 


S ome years ago I spent about a 
week as a tourist in Kashmir, that 
glorious Garden of Eden at the 
base of the Himalayas in northern India 
— a place currently at the center of a 
fierce, bloody territorial and religious 
“dispute” between India and Pakistan. 
Culturally speaking, the region is most¬ 
ly Muslim; the Indian rulers there are 
mostly Hindu. Everybody wants a piece 
of the place, because it’s a land lavish 
with forests and saffron fields, en¬ 
livened by artisans, merchants, and 
beggers, and blessed with dashingly 
handsome Muslim horsemen. 

In the grand scheme of things, a 
week is nothing, yet it afforded me my 
first up-close, awe-inspiring glimpse at 
the marvels of art in the Muslim world. 
It made me realize how much the West 
owes to the East artistically. That’s why 
I’m excited about the upcoming Hu¬ 
manities West program, Behind the 
Veil , opening this Friday, April 28, at 
Herbst Theatre. 

Through a combination of engag¬ 
ing lecturers and live music, Behind the 
Veil will explore how European and 
American artists found inspiration in 
the world of Islam, and examine the 
fascinating differences between West¬ 
ern perception of Islam, and the Is¬ 
lamic reality. 

You can count on Humanities West 
to deliver a good show. The feast of 
knowledge opens with what promises to 
be a highly stimulating lecture by novel¬ 
ist and indepen¬ 
dent film pro¬ 
ducer Alev Lytle 
Croutier, who 
will offer her take 
on how 19 th 
century Euro¬ 
peans imagined 
the Islamic East 
as an erotic par¬ 
adise where men 
could free them¬ 
selves from the 

sexual repressions of their culture. By 
way of illustration, she’ll look at famous 
art and literary portraits full of vivid 
wishful fantasies (One wonders what her 
take on the Indiana Jones movies would 
be, but, then, we can pretty well guess). 

After the lecture, world-class musi¬ 
cians will perform music inspired by 
the Ottoman empire and other Mus¬ 
lim realms. 

On opening night, Ravel’s 
Sheherazade unfolds with its haunt¬ 
ing melodies, sung by soprano Susan 
Lane Stokes and bass/baritone 
Philip Skinner. The two will be 
singing that and other Western music 
rich with lyrics and melodies based on 
Islamic sources. Expect to hear selec¬ 
tions from Mozart and Rossini, along 
with the exotic Six Poems Arabes. 

On Saturday lectures range from a 
look at Islamic influences among 
famed Renaissance painters, how 19th 
century European painters flocked to 
Egypt for inspiration, how American 
painters took to the Orient, and how 
Orientalism influenced Western archi¬ 
tects such as Frank Lloyd Wright. T

L ook where my infatuations 
lead — into some pretty 
rough waters.

The others are 
on ample display in two new 
videos. 

Biker Pigs from Hell 2 may have 
some laughingly implausible plot¬ 
ting, but gets it out of the way 
pretty quickly to let a bunch of 
rowdy fellows have raunchy sex. 
Perhaps befitting a flick about 
greasers, this is no glamour prod¬ 
uct. The picture quality is grainy, 
the lighting is harsh, the sets ram¬ 
shackle, the improbable dialogue 
clumsily delivered. But the guys 
fuck like pigs. 

Just don’t mistake the opening 
exposition for Bye, Bye Birdie. 
Teenage girls aren’t the only ones 
who like to talk on the phone 
about boys, you know, and these 
biker pigs have to scope out who’s 
coming to the evening’s initiation 
of biker piglets. Here’s my guy, Mr. 
Allen, worried that the scene will 
get too fucked up and brutal. He 
doesn’t want to get spit on or 
smacked. Whoops! Wouldn’t you 
know — he’s fucked up every way 
possible by the forceful Eduardo, 
who forgets to smack him, but 
does spit on him. Allen takes it — 
and takes it — with nasty vigor 
Snd^nyi^hlestaying power. 

So the biker dudes are hanging 
around their clubhouse naked 
under their chaps, when the cops 
arrive with their guns drawn — 
because of a noise complaint. I 
told you things were implausible. 
If I’m also a little skeptic about 
how quickly the cops give in to 
getting royally fucked by the biker 
pigs, that’s pretty easy to rational¬ 
ize; I’d do just the same. Here’s Joe

Romero, getting ripely older, 
rougher round the edges and with 
a bit of a beer gut, and altogether 
quite authentic as a bad-boy 
biker, pouring motor oil 
over the typically hyper¬ 
ventilating though ap¬ 
preciably oversexed Cole 
Tucker, before poking 
Tucker’s ass with the 
garden hose, several dil- 
dos, his nightstick, and 
finally, 

Romero’s 
own, even 
stiffer cock. 

The video also features Jackson 
Reid, Matt Bradshaw, Rod Berry 
and Sandy Sloan, all encouraged 
by director Bud McCoy to do their 
sloppy best. If I’m not wild about 
the video’s momentary insertion 
of guns in body orifices, I can 
overlook that. Biker Pigs from Hell 
2 may be loosely made, but that 
allows a careening, wise-acre en¬ 
ergy that delivers some messy, 
wham-bang sex. 

Out from under 

Rick Allen crawls out from un¬ 
derneath to become an invigorat¬ 
ing top man in 3 Degrees of Hu¬ 
miliation. This is a leather/fetish 
video from MSR Videos, the stu¬ 
dio whose logo announces “Men 


are Pigs,” and whose videos allow 
them to amply demonstrate. 3 De¬ 
grees director Jack Francis not 
only allows his men to parade an 
oversized sexuality that remains 
quite effective for being cunning¬ 
ly based in reality, but also permits 
moments of droll wit to tweak the 
action. 

3 Degrees of Humiliation con¬ 
tains three strong scenes of psy- 
chosexual tripping in its solid hour, 
and my fave is the second, in which 
prissy businessman Will Clark is 
too afraid to act upon the lust he 
feels for his rough-trade gardener. 
This working-class fellow is none 
other than my man Rick Allen. In a 
swell star turn, Allen punishes 
Clark at length for his nervous 
nelly act. Clark manages to convey 
the torment of his abuse while si¬ 
multaneously giving good sex, no 
mean feat, and the unforgiving 
Allen delivers some hyper-butch 
behavior that isn’t just 
histrionics. Man, does 
he shove it to Clark, 
who ends up 
plumped down on 
* Allen’s long dong, 
screwing every inch 
of it up his ass. 

In the video’s first 
scene, 
mean top 
Doug Jef¬ 
fries picks 
up flesh-peddler Michael Vista in 
West Hollywood, and takes him 
home to his playroom, where he 
treats the guy as rudely as he can. 
Vista is tied to a cross, thrashed, 
stuffed with a bruiser dildo, and 
fucked. The last scene stars the 
over-the-top Cole Tucker, who 
spews verbal abuse,heavy rim¬ 
ming, novel forms of tit torture, 
cigar smoke, spit, and rude fuck¬ 
ing on his slave dog Robert Black. 
Those of you who find ecstasy in 
sexual disgrace will groove on 3 
Degrees of Humiliation. I only 
wonder why it isn’t longer. The 
first and last scenes have some 
mighty quick cuts, and I’d hate to 
think there’s footage left on the 
cutting-room floor. ▼
